JEWISH IDEALS. 


Sir,—I regret that: absence from England prevents me at the moment from 
. dealing in a way its importance deserves, with Mr. Israel Abrahams’ eloquent 

repudiation of “anti-Semitism.” Against the dream of a nation he sets the 
dream of a peace-group in every nation. Those of us who remember Mafeking 
night will be able to decide which is the more shadowy of the dreams. Mr, 
Abrahams—like Mr. Montefiore—does Zionism a service by clear and decisive 
exposition of the alternative policy. Judaism has hitherto tried to sit on two 
stools—with the usnal result. Dr. Herzl’s stool may have only one leg. Has 
the rival stool any ? | 

Mr. Abrahams accuses me of vacillation in this matter.: My view was 
most clearly given in the Con/emporary Reriew., But this, too, you éalled 
vacillating. In other words, unless one: settles a highly complex historical and 
theological problem by going into one lobby or the other, one isa vacillator, 
Such methods may do for Parliament ; they are out of place in thought. 

But if you put me to the test of action, | presided at Dr. Herzl's first 
meeting, attended the tirst Basle Congress, and subscribed for a few shares on 
the first day the Trust opened. All this as a tribute to the first live movement 
in Jewry I have ever known. The Saturday before the Congress the New Syna- 
gogue had a greater congregation than it has ever held, and I read in your own 
columns’ that Mr. Joseph Cowen presided at the Zionist Banquet over the 
largest Jewish gathering ever assembled at (kosher) table. These two facts are 
as eloquent as Mr. Abrahams’ sentences. . 

You, Sir, quote against me in your editorial columns the anti-Zionist senti- 
ments of one of my own fictitious personages,. This is always an illegitimate 
procedure, but in this instance you should have quoted more fully, This anti- 
Zionist of mine is such a dreamer that he imayines the publication of his 
dreams in the Jewish Chronicle is sufficient to ensure their practical execution. 
~ Not very unlike Mr. Abrahams, by the way. And does he or do you follow “ The 

Conciliator of Christendom” in the logical deductions he makes from his anti- 


Zionism—to wit, that it involves union with the broader elements of Christen- 


dom ? | 
Mr. Abrahams scores a point in saying that my attitude may likewise give a 


handle to anti-Semites. But the hendic I give is one honourable to us. Some.

AN IDEALIST’S ZIONISM. 


Sir,—I have read “ Idealist’s” comments on my letter with much pleasure. 
It must aren delight one when a Zionist lays stress on the ideal aspects of the 
movement, I wish, however, that “Idealist” had told us what these ideal 
aspects are. “Work to do in the world”—if this is a Zionist ideal, it seems 
a that to do this work in the world, the world must for the most part be 
forsaken. 
“Idealist ’ writes that he knows not and cares not what Zionism is exactly. 
yet he asks me to see that this vague, uncared-for thing is an “ sacentialls 
' religious revival in the broadest sense.” If ‘‘ Idealist” means that Zionism may 
attach itself and add strength to the ritual revival which the Synagogue is 
sharing with the High Church, I think this likely enough. But a ritual revival 
may or may not be a religious revival, The two things are certainly compatible, 
but they are not necessarily associated. What makes me fear that “ Idealist ” 
means & rather unideal thing is his method of disposing of what he terms my 
‘lofty and noble ideals.” He tells me that even if Judaism perish, these ideals 
of mine will not. Christians share them. “Sir, sucha hope needs no Judaism.” 
Sir, | reply, such a hope is Judaism. How Judaism is to be proved unnecessary 
_ because Jewish ideals are universally adopted puzzles me. Judaism would not 
_ perish, but would realise itself in such a happy case. “ Idealist” is confusing 
Judaism with a separate Jewish community, the end withthe means. Zionism, 
distrustful or oblivious of the end, thinks that it can save the situation by con- 
verting the means into an end in itself. It is here that I take very emphatic 
exception to Zionism. 

_ But T should not have addressed you merely to make these very obvious 
rejoinders. What does concern me is “ Idealist’s” assumption that the attacks so 
- often made by Zionists against English Jews are admittedly true. “ English 

Judaism has been tried and must be found wanting.” Here at least is a definite 
issue. I need not be suspected of blindness to the weak, the imperfect, and 
the painful elements in our communal life, when I indignantly repudiate 
 Idealist’s” sweeping verdict. Zionists are trying to paint English eWS as 
black as theycan. I will not go to the opposite extreme and apply indiscriminate 
whitewash, Keeping well within the bounds of demonstrable fact, I assert that 
I perceive among English Jews, despite much materialistic indifference and 
much waning belief, signs of intense faith, of abiding loyalty to the Jewish 
religion. I see, on the part of a goodly minority, a marvellous energy and skill 
in grappling with the economical, the educational, and the religious problems of 
the community. I see a charity, in all the senses of that word, which so honours 
the Jewish record, that, brilliant though the record is, English Jews have made 


it more lustrous still. I see English Jews always to the 1ore in sympathy and 
in practical help for our persecuted brethren abroad, see the 
Jews of England, inspired by a love for tolerance and liberty, 
unselfishly refusing to lend themselves to the anti-alien . immigration 
cry. I see English Jews administering the Hirsch funds on behalf of 
foreign Jews. I see Jewish literature generously supported in England ; Jewish 
historical and literary societies flourishing ; the young rallying round Jewish 
Study Circles, and enthusiastically responding to a recent appeal to devote 
leisure and energy to the cause of religious education. I see Jews’ College in a 
new home, girded up to new endeavours. I see Jewish students flocking to the 
Universities, some of them supported there by the English Jews so glibly and 
unjustly libelled. And I see these young English Jews meeting in public wor- 
ship arranged and conducted by themselves. 

Best of all I see growing up a new generation of English Jews who may be 
trusted to do full honour to their family traditions, and to hand these down not 
only untarnished but glorified. There are many backsliders. That there is 
another side to my picture I am far from denying. But if [ever have the 
happiness to meet “ Idealist ’ ina parlour! will play his pretty game with pleasure. 
I wil! give him his twenty leading family names and his twenty youthful scions, 
and I can promise “ Idealist’ that he will have to pay forfeit, It is time someone 
protested against this ridiculous talk about “ moribund Judaism” in England. 
Var religious life needs further spiritualising. further vitalising. But itis not: 
on the road to “ fading out of existence” with me or with any other, and more 
worthy, champion of Jewish ideals,

A JEWISH HOSPITAL—IS IT NEEDED? 


Sir,—The movement for the purpose of starting a J ewish Hospital in Man- 
chester is calculated to arouse in many earnest Jews feelings of alarm and 

The spirit of pure humanity, taking no note of race or religion, which per- 


‘ vades the great medical charities of this country, has rendered the formation of 


a sectarian hospital absolutely unnecessary. (ur hospitals concern themselves 
solely with the need, and not with the creed, of the sufferers who seek their aid. 
Accredited Jewish ministers have at all times the freest access to patients of 
their own persuasion, and are cordially welcomed by the hospital authorities. 
Speaking as a visitor for many years at metropolitan hospitals, I cannot recall a 
single instance in which the idea has occurred to me,“ Well, [ could wish 
for the patient's sake that there had beena Jewish hospital to receive him : 
there he would have been better treated.” Unless Manchester is, in the matter 
of elementary humanity, far behind London and other great cities of our 
country, where Jews reside in large numbers—a supposition I for one should be 
sorry to entertain—the establishment of a distinctively Jewish hospital will, | 
fear,.expose us to a very serious charge. ‘‘ Whata strange people these Jews 
are!” our neighbours may well say of us ; “ we do not exclude them, nor do we 
dream of excluding them from our hospitals. Yet even so they are not content. 
They must exclude themselves.” 

The strongest argument for a Jewish hospital made use of at the Man. 
chester meeting, is based upon a plausible fallacy, by which it is amazing tbat 
Jews should allow themselves to be misled. “It is just as natural for Jews to 
want to have their own hospital, as for the Germans or French in London to 
have theirs.” This classification of mankind into Germans, French, English. 


etc., vn/ Jews, is one against which we ought to protest with all our might. | 


Germans, French, and Englishmen may be Christians or Jews. To differen- 
tiate between an Englishman, a Frenchman, or a German, «id a Jew, is a device 
of the enemy. If I speak of myself as an English Jew, | mean that I am an 
Englishman professing the Jewish faith. I refuse to recognise a classification 
according to which my neighbour ranks as an Englishman and I[ asa Jew. It 
took many years of hard political struggle to break down the artificial barrier 
between an ° Englishman” and a “Jew, and I trust we shall not be unwise 
enough to re-erect it with our own hands, even for the luxury of having a Jewish 
hospital of our own. | oo 
The language difticulty is to a great extent exaggerated. In practice it 
solves itself pretty fairly. The necessities of patients on the one hand, ani 
the goodwill of doctors and nurses on the other, soon establish a working under. 
standing between them, In the case of out-patients, a friend acquainted with 
both Yiddish and English, is generally at hand to act as interpreter. The very 
difficulty on which stress is laid provides an additional inducement for our 
foreign Listhren to learn the language of the country where they are hospitably 


received and where they settle down to earn a livelihood, and to take their part 


in the general life of the nation. As a fact, if we except the most recent 
arrivals, very few of our foreign brethren fail to pick UB enough English to 
understand, and to make themselves understood by their doctors. A gift for 
languages is notoriously a very general endowment among Jews. . 

More serious is the question of “ Kashrus.” But, as the experience of 
London teaches, the remedy is in the hands of, the earnest and liberal members 
of the community themselves. ee 

It is easy to speak of making a success of a hospital by “starting it ina 
small way.” Iam assured by medical friends on whose judgment reliance may 
be placed, that to start a hospital in a small way is likely to prove a big evil to 
those most concerned—the sick poor. None but the best treatment should be 
considered good enough for our poor. But the best is expensive. To raise and 


furnish a moderately-sized hospital for the treatment of all forms of disease 


and injury; to provide it with a thoroughiy scientific equipment and a 
thoroughly efficient statf, and to defray the cost of maintenance from year to 
year—this cannot be done in a small way. One half the amount needed for these 
purposes would prove a God-send to the existing medical charities of Man- 
chester, would give them the relief they require far better than the erection of 
a Jewish hospital, and would, in addition, suffice to make all necessary arrange: 
ments for the supply of Kosher food to those who demand it. Some weighty 
words were spoken on this and other aspects of the question by Mr. Nathan 
Laski and Mr. Ephraim Harris. ; 
Whether from regard to practical or to sentimental considerations, 11 
behoves us to be extremely cautious about new departures in the Anglo-Jewish 
community. Recent events, and the interpretation put upon them by non-Jews, 


ought to rouse us to watchfulness against every attempt to introduce a spirit of 


separation into spheres whence it has hitherto been kept distant. The demon 
of sectarian narrowness and animosity is more easily raised than laid. Nowhere 
is it more out of place than in a hospital. It is hardly possible to overrate the 
rivilege we all enjoy in this country of an undenominational hospital system. 
Wey we Jews, on our part also, continue to be guided by the principle that ‘as 
there is no sectarianism in misery so should there be none in mercy.

chief reason why the poor, uneducated Jews refuse, or at least hesitate to enter, 

a general hospital—not only here in England, but elsewhere too—is the know- 
ledge that they would come among (foy/m—using the term merely in the sense 
of non-Jews—and a presentiment that the absence of Jewish sympathy and 

Jewish ministration will bring about death instead of acure. Many a time have 
I seen Jewish patients in hospital praying to be allowed to return to their 
wretched homes when they knew that they could not possibly have there the 
same comfort and the same nursing facilities, Many a time have the poor 
sufferers said to me, in reply to my warnings, that they would rather die among 
their own people than continue their stay at the hospital. When you add to 
this mental attitude long weary days and nights spent monotonously in bed, 
without as much as an occasional conversation with fellow-inmates or nurses, 
through ignorance or very deficient knowledge of the English language, you 
have at once the whole casein a nutshell. To say that an occasional short visit 
from a Jewish minister is sufficient to rectify all thisis to betray one’s ignorance 

of human nature, 

Will Mr. Laskiand his supporters still say that a Jewish hospital is 
unnecessary ? It is not quite right to say that even London has not a Jewish 
hospital, because the London Hospital, in Whitechapel, has, I believe, one or 
more Jewish wards, which comes to the same thing, 

To argue that a Jewish hospital is not necessary because there are very few 
Jewish in-patients at the existing institutions, is a bit of sophistry hardly in 
keeping with the seriousness of the subject. The number is small because so 
few make up their minds to enter a hospital, not because there are not any sick 
poor Jews requiring hospital treatment. Even a fifty bed Jewish hospital 
would soon have its full complement of deserving cases—of that Iam absolutely 
certain, 

So far, I have not mentioned out-patients, but judging from the numbers 
of Jews that one sees at the Infirmary and other hospitals, many of whom are 
hardly able to explain their ailments, I am inclined to believe that a Jewish 

dispensary, if not an absolute necessity, would be a great boon to the poorer 
members of the Jewish community. 

_ _ That the Infirmary and other hospitals would gladly welcome the advent of 
a Jewish hospital that would somewhat relieve the pressure under which they 
labour, I have no doubt whatever, provided their Jewish subscribers do not 
withdraw their contributions—a thing hardly likely to happen. 

Existing Jewish charities may possibly suffer by the establishment of a new 
one, but the probability of this happening is not very great. This argument, 
if brought forward in every case. would render all philanthropic work impossi- 
ble. What, for instance, would have become of the War Funds, which, by their 
magnitude, have certainly affected previously existing charities’ It is in this 
matter, aS in everything else, a question of the survival of the fittest. and no 
one can regret if a good cause is put into the shade by a hetter one. 

The charge of particularism brought against the supporters of the scheme, 
is childish. One might as well ask, why have specific Jewish charities at all? 

I have been in favour of a Jewish hospital for a long time now, and some 
years ago [ was instrumental in inducing the Rev. Dr. Salomon and other gentle- 
men to call a meeting on the subject, which, though well attended, had no 
practical result. I trust the present movement will be more successful, and if a 


hospital is started on such lines as I can approve of, | shall be glad to use my. 


influence in its behalf, and to assist it to the best of my ability.

WORKERS NEEDED FOR THE EAST END. 


Sirk,—The summer holiday is coming to a close and one hopes that it bas 
brought with it leisure and rest to all workers. ‘Those interested in the work of 
the community have had an opportunity to review the work of the past year, to 
balance the amount of effort made with the tangible good attained, to count 
up failures and successes. They have to note many friends rallying round the 
various interests of the community, a few. alas, dropping away from age or }ll- 
health. or other causes. Fresh movements have been started, with greater or 
less success, all, however, claiming the services of good men and women. 
Realising this increase of efforts which are all for the good of Judaism, and 
feeling thankful that so much is being done and so many people drawn into 
work for the common good, it seems almost presumptuous to ask for more help, 
and yet I feel sure that I am only embodying in words the wishes of most 
workers in the East and other parts of London when I plead forit. Ido not 
ask for financial help—for, happily, it is the experience of most of us interested 
in work in the poorer parts of London that, though difficult and troublesome to 
get, it is nearly always to be obtained in the end. Societies and associations have 
their times of want, when the exchequer is empty, but one often finds people 
who will respond to a personal appeal who are deaf to the claims of institutions, 
The help that is needed is the service of men and women of leisure, education, 
and broad sympathies to join those already at work or to stimulate fresh move- 
ments. For the field is vast and the workers few, and they are often weary 
and discouraged by a sense of failure and impotence. Some scheme which has 
already done muzh good cannot be enlarged for want of help, some club or class 
has to be abandoned because the regular visitor has broken down, new develop- 
ments arising in the schools have to be checked as there are no fresh workers 
available, and the older ones are already overburdened, regular classes held by 
paid teachers languish for want of the judicious visitor with the word of 
criticism and encouragement to them and to their pupils. How we can remedy 
all this and how we can attempt still more is the problem that lies before most 
of usduring the coming year, : 

Among the younger generation who have received a public school and 
University education, there must be not a few who have considered the question 
of joining in the charitable efforts of the older ones. Perhaps they have not 
been attracted by the prevailing idea of “ Charity,’ which seems to them (the 
younger ones), to mean nothing beyond the giving away of so much money, or 
so many clothes, or so much soup, That idea should by this time be exploded, 
but I fear that we who are interested in communal questions have not suffi- 
ciently brought home to those outside the circle of workers, how helpful and 
charitable in the best sense of the word people may be without giving anything 
material, but by giving what is far more valuable—a part of themrelves, Evi ry 
gentleman and gentlewoman who comes with an unselfish wish to share some of 
the good things in his or her life with those less fortunate, isa belp. No one 
but those already at work can realise how helpful it is to find some one who can 
for instance, take the children out to see some of the wonderful sights of our 
town, or who will look after a crippled boy or girl, or who will lend bcoks or 
give a little “coaching” to the young pupil teacher struggling with examina- 
tions, or who will do a morning's writing for those hard pressed with engage- 
ments, or who will take a class at a club or even give an hour's time only to 
listen to the boys and girls talk. These do not sound difficult ways of helping, 
but they are a few examples of how much rsonal effort is. valued 
and needed, There are many other ways of helping, for instance, 
there are provident collections to make for the Sick Room 


To my mind, it is not so much a ques-. 


Help Society or for the Children’s Country|Holidays Fund. {There iss Thrift 


Committee in connection with the Whitechapel Charity Organisation Society's 
Office which requires workers ; there are various organisations which aim at 
improving the standard of work and the earning powers of women wage-earners. 
There are all the educational problems to face, which cannot fail to interest 
those who have enjoved first-rate opportunities of education. Co-education and 
its effect on the children of both sexes, secondary education and the difficulties 
of transition from Board to Secondary Schools, and then, perhaps, to College, 
the adequate training of teachers, Evening Continuation Classes—anyone of 
these would be sufficient to occupy one’s leisure. And in pleading for the leisure 
of busy or idle people I would plead that this leisure be not given spasmodi- 
cally, but that it be regularly allotted once a week, or once fortnight, or even 
once a month, For in all work or effort, whether charitable, social, or 
3 ge services rendered irregularly are of little if of any permanent 
value. 

Is it too much to hope that two or three at any rate of your readers may be 
sufficiently interested in the foregoing suggestions to address an enquiry at 
ag | rate about work in the East of London to one of the well-known workers

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT, 


Sir,—I have read with much interest, and not a little surprise, some of the 

amazing statements made by Mr. Carliph in his last letter on the above 
sul ject. 
First of all it is a gratuitous and erroneous assumption on the part of the 
writer to say that because a disease is over two thousand years old. it will take 
a similar time tocure it. It at best only proves that no real remedy has been 
hitherto discovered. 

I think it is unfair to twit Dr. Herz! with having said two years ago “that 
the Jews would—and soon—return to Palestine.” Probably if the anti-Zionists 
had given their support to the movement, they might have, to-day, been laugh- 
ing with Dr. Herzl instead of against him. | 

I will now take some of Mr. Carliph's statements seriatim, and endeavour to 
show bow far removed they are from truth. 

1. Mr. Carliph says it has discouraged and stopped the progress of the 
Colonisation Societies, 

it must be patent to anyone at ali acquainted with the Zionist movement 
that one of its chief objects is the colonisation of the land ; and how a move- 
ment that has that for one of its principal objects can discourage and stop 
colonisation, is one of the things that seem difficult to understand. 

It has closed the gates of Palestine to Jewish settlers, 

Long before the Zionist movement commenced restrictions were placed on 
Jewish settlers coming to Palestine. 

’. It has proved the Jew to be an alien, and disloyal to the country where 
he dwells, and thereby confirmed the cry of the anti-Semites. 

I think that this state of things is altogether absurd, asa love of Zionism is 
not incompatible with loyalty to the country where he dwells. In fact,some of 
the Zionists are among the most loyal in England or in any other country. 
Beyond Mr, Carliph’s unsupported statement | have never seen any assertion 
made in any country to that effect. 

4. It has created a Judah and Israel as in times of old, viz., Herzlists and 
anti-Herzlists, which sooner or later will result in serious conflicts. 

I don’t believe there are many anti-Herzlists, All that can be said at present is 
that a large body of Jewish opinion is indifferent to the movement, but it cannot 
be said they are actively opposed to it. All large movements must expect to 
encounter difficulties at the outset, and the Zionist movement is no exception 
to that rule. 

>. It has placed religion in jeopardy, | 


The Zionist movement has, on the contrary, a mass of deep spiritual feeling 


that has arrested the attention of even the Gentiles. 

6. It has eradicated the hopes in Providence of a good many, and made their 
sufferings more intolerable. | 

How Mr. Carliph can makesuch an assertion seems to astonish me. If any- 
thing, the movement has strengthened the hope that the Almighty will soon 
bring back his erring children to their own land, where, after many days, they 
will be able once more to dwell under their fig and vine trees, 

~ Now, can it be proved that the sufferings of the Jews in some semi- 
enlightened countries have in any way become accentuated by the Zionist 
It has encouraged the Roumanian Jews to emigrate en masse. | 

Surely no one for a moment supposes that the Roumanian Jews are 
ignorant of the fact that Palestine has not yet been acquired by the Jews. 
Keen emigration must be rather attributed to the persecution and oppression of 
laws from which they are at present suffering. 

8. It is working in defiance of all European Powers who are rep upon 
the Turkish Empire with their left eyes, and you come and offer to make him 
great (and self small). : | 

The European Powers have not concerned themselves openly at present 
with the Zionist movement, and how anyone can act in defiance of anyone else 
who has taken no active part in a scheme, I leave Mr, Carliph to answer, 

9, It proves us to be ungrateful to the countries where we live in peace. 
Here, I may say without fear of contradiction that this is your aim above any- 
thing else, to make the Jewish question intolerable all the world over, in order 
to secure all the Jews to co-operate with — in your scheme, 

This statement is almost similar to N 
nor is it intended to make the Jewish question intolerable. The Zionist move- 
ment simply wishes to rouse the conscience of Jewry on the grand responsibi- 
lities resting on them. 

10. You have created the enmity of 6,827,000 Jews, after deducting 173,000 
shekel payers, which include women and children, from a total of 7,000,000 
Jews, for regarding them as non-Jews because they are not your followers. 
With regard to the success of this movement being great I cannot se¢ any. 
National pride we have always possessed, but also as Jews, so that is not the 
outcome of the Herzl movement. As to not living on the mercy and pity of 
others, your scheme provides nothing else but to live on the mercy of others 


o. 3, and has no foundation in fact. 
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and with regard to being a race that do not fear the responsibility of an estab- 
lished nation, this proves in itself that your scheme is strange to modern diplo- 
macy, And, finally, with regard to the movement being dangerous, as termed 
by Mr. Sumberg, I would also add “unscrupulous,” 

No Jews are really enemies of Zionism, nor is it a fact that those who are 
not followers of Zionism are regarded as non-Jews. 

If Mr. Carliph and similar other critics would only cease magnifying the 
difficulties of the movement, which are undoubtedly great, but not impossible 
of attainment, and instead come to our assistance in a movement that would 
ultimately be for the benefit of the whole Jewisn race, they would at any rate, 
whatever happens, have the satisfaction of knowing that they have laboured 
with noble men for a noble cause,

RESCUE WORK, 

Sirn,—I had not intended to again trespass upon your valuable space re the 
above question, but in justice to myself I must, if you will kindly allow me, 
touch upon a few of the points raised by Lady Battersea’s disclaimer. In the 
first place I never stated in my former letter that there were no Rescue or 
Preventive Homes in existence. neither did I fora moment hint that there were 
no “ Workers” in our community, I wrote with the full knowledge of what is 
being done, as for a very good reason I am furnished with copies of. the Annual 
Reports of the Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, and am, 
therefore, fully impressed with the amount of good wrought under the 
direction of the various Committees. But this does not touch the question 
raised by Mr. Engleman, Strollalongany of the leading thoroughfares in the City 
or West End any evening and a picture will at once present itself too 
shocking to contemplate. “One's. feeling must indeed be aroused 
to its utmost depths to see these. young girls plying their shame- 
less calling openly in our crowded’ streets.’ These are the evils 
which should be dealt with practically, and not glossed over as though 
they were non-existent. Twenty-five years ago our fallen sisters were counted 
by units, now they desecrate our streets in hundreds, surely there must be a few 
who could be reached and helped out of the mire. ‘and filth, and wretchedness, 
into a more cleanly way of living. How is this to be done? Is the poor sunken 
creature, perbaps in the power of some brutal preyer upon womankind, and 
lodging say in Whitechapel or Poplar, is she to wend her way weary and foot- 
sore, and frightened, towards Shepherd’s Bush, and seek the friendly shelter of 
its roof’ She might, if she knew that the door would be opened wide for her 
reception, but does she know? Has any one ever told her that there is such a 
place, and granting she does know, it 1s a long long way to this “ Haven of rest, 
and on her road she is met by her asscciates in evil, associates perhaps more 
hardened and older in crime,she is broken-heart, broken-spirited, tells them of her 
good intentions which get laughed at and jeered at,they perhaps help her witha little 
of the needful, whatisthe result? She is lost. and is again seen swelling the 
multitude of outcasts until she becomes indeed “ One of the Lowest.” Thisis the 
question raised by Mr. Engleman as [ understand it, and which I merely tried to 
accentuate. ut with all due deference to Lady Battersea, I am still of opinion 
that atemporary ‘‘ Home” is sadly wanted for the “ Street Frequenters,” a place 
where they would know tliat they had only to step inside to receive every 
encouragement and help, a place that they could see in front of them, and not 
through the hazy distance of miles, The poison is near them, quite close to them, 
let the antidote be quite as near. I could say so much more on this question, 
and would demand a world-wide sympathy if I could emphasise my words by 
enclosing a substantial cheque, but I can only merely promise, in conjunction 
with my personal friends, to help the cause by giving and procuring subscrip- 
tions when required. I must perforce take my leave of a discussion which I 
still hope may, in the course of no distant future, take practical shape in the 
establishment of an“ East End Home” for the weary and penitent children of 
Our Father and Our King, of whom we all shall soon ask “ Though we be 
Aestitute of good works, yet deal Thou charitably and mercifully with us and 
sive us,

| Tragic Death of a Jewish Soldier at Aldershot. 


A sad fatality occurred at Aldershot Camp on Thursday afternoon, the 6th 
inst. A soldier named Brian, of 
the South Wales Borderers, who | 
had been placed in the Observation 
Ward of the Third Station Hos- 
pital, owing to an attack of melan- 
cholia, was seen by Corporal Yates, 
in charge of the guard, to place the 
muzzle of a rifle in his mouth 
and attempt to pull the trigger, 
Corporal Yates closed with the 
would-be suicide, and shouted an 
alarm. In the struggle, Brian 
sueceeded in discharging the rifle, 
and the bullet. struck Private 
David Scott, of the 2nd Dragoon 
Guards ((Jueen’s Bays), who was 
running to the corporal's assistance. 
It was soon perceived that Scott's 
wound was mortal, and telegrams 
were at once despatched to his 
relatives and to the Jewish Chaplain. 
Owing to a recent change of 
address, the message did not.at once 
reach the parents of tne young 
soldier; but the Rev. F. L. Cohen 
was at the hospital within a short 
time, tind the brave 
dragoon had passed away. Scott | 
(whose name as correctly David The Late Private DAVID SCOTT. 
Cott, and who wasa former pupil 2nd Dragoon Guards (Queen’s Bays). 
of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum) had been in hospital for a trifling ailment, and was_ to 
have rejoined his regiment on Friday morning. At the inquest, 
which was adjourned from Saturday to Monday, for the production 
of official documents, Mr. W. E. Foster, the Coroner for North 
Hants, expressed himself strongly on the slackoess which permitted 
an insane man such easy access toa weapon. It appeared thaton August 15 the 
corporal of the outgoing guard inadvegtently entered a charge of drunkenness 
avainst Brian's name, instead of that of the next man on the hospital list. He 
was therefore regarded as an ordinary invalid prisoner, and no investigation 
was made by which this fatal error must have been discovered, The jury 
returned a verdict of wilful murder against poor demented Brian, in order that 
the tragic oversight may come before a Judge, and the whole question of the 
care of insane soldiers be treated by experts. 

The sympathy and regard of Cott’s comrades made his interment, which 
took placeat the little Jewish cemetery at Aldershoton Monday afternoon last, a 
solemn and affecting ceremony. He was accorded a funeral with full military 
honours. At twoo’clock the procession left the hospital. First marched a firing 
party and escort of the 2ad Dragoon Guards, with arms reversed. After them 
came the fine band of the regiment; but in deference to the special request of 
the bereaved parents they abstained from playing the customary Dead March on 
the road tothe cemetery. They were followed by a fully-horsed gun-carriage, 
on which was borne the coffin of the deceased, covered with the Union Jack. 
On the coffin were placed his helmet. sword, and gauntlets, and several beautiful 
wreaths from his squadron and fellow patients at the hospital. 

The pall was borne by six comrades of the departed dragoon, who after- 
wards carried the coffin tothe grave. After them came the chief mourners, his 
father, Mr. Simon Cott (who has been well-known for some years in connection 
with the services on the High Festivals at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End), 
his brother, Mr. Isaac Cott, and bis brother-in-law, Mr. Morris Barnett. They 
were pathetically followed by a silent mourner, the charger of the deceased, a 
beautiful bay, draped in housing of black and silver, and bearing the spurred 
boots of his late master reversed in the stirrups. The procession further 
‘included the officers, non-commissioned officers and dragoons of D Squadron of 
the Queen's Bays, to which the deceased belonged, and a large following of 
other sympathisers, military and civilian. At the cemetery gates stood a deputa- 
tion of the Jewish residents in Aldershot, headed by the Rev, F. L. Cohen, who 
led the way to the grave, reciting the Burial Service; Mr. Cohen introduced 
into his English prayer a telling reference to the high courage and self-forget- 
fulness of the departed soldier, As the whole of the Service was performed in 
the open air, the large Gentile gathering was able to follow it, which all did 
with marked respect and sympathy. The scene in the bright afternoon sunlight, 
with the gleam of helmets and scarlet uniforms around the coftin in the fore- 
ground, and the shining greenery behiud, was a striking mixture of brilliance 
and solemnity. The ceremony concluded with the customary salute of three 
volleys fired by the escort into the air over their comrade’s grave. In addition to 
the usual Jewish greeting to the mourners, the captain in command of the 


detachment also conveyed to them a sincere expression of condolence from all 
ranks of the deceased's regiment, 


Home for Aged Jews.—Mr. Phillip Jacobs, 18, Benn Street, Sidney

THE KONITZ MURDER. 


ISRAELSKY ACQUITTED. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


Bern, SEPTEMBER, 

The trial took place yesterday at Konitz of Wolf Israelsky on the charge 
of being an accomplice in the murder of the Christian youth, Winter, at Konitz 
(West Prussia) about Easter last, Israelsky was arrested in April in con- 
sequence of statements made by several persons that they had seen him with a 
parcel going to the spot where the victim’s head was found, The case has 
excited so much attention that the Court was crowded, Even the benches for 
witnesses which were unoccupied were filled with spectators.

evidence, as did the two boys who found Winter's head, concerning the circum- 
stances of the discovery, 

An important and quite new fact was disclosed by Amtsgerichtsrat 
(iorski during the hearing. This witness conducted the examination 
of the spot where the discoveries were made during the first few days of 
the enquiry into the occurrence. He stated that quite close to the 
head there was piece of paper. exactly similar to that 
in which the head of the’ body was wrapped, in perfectly dry condition, and 
which lay so loosely on the ground that the slightest breath of wind would have 
blown it away. From this fact, the witness drew the conclusion that the head 
could only have been brought to the place shortly before it was found there, es 
otherwise the paper must have become wet from the daily rain, and might 
perhaps have been blown away by the wind. = : 

In reply to the question what had become of this important piece of 
evidence the witness stated that he had given it, with allother corpora diliciy, to 
Dr. Miller, jun, in order that he might hand them over to the Crown 
Prosecutor. ‘To everybody's surprise it was aftirmed that this piece of paper 
was nowhere to be found, notwithstanding that several searches were made 
for it. 

Herr Fiedler (()verseer of Messengers at the Post Office) repeated his for- 
mer statements that he had seen Israelsky at a quarter to eleven in front of the 
Landgericht in the Miiblenstrasse with a sack, probably a salt sack, on his 
shoulder. The left lower corner appeared to contain something of the size of a 
human head, whilst the right corner was empty. Israelsky went in the direction 
of the spot where the discovery was made, but witness could only follow his 
movements for the distance of a house or two. At half-past eleven he again 
saw Israelsky going in the opposite direction without the sack and with dirty 
boots. 

Maschewsky deposed that he had also seen Israelsky at half-past eleven ; 
but he believed that the beots of the accused were always dirty. Centner,a 
forester, Richert, a gardener, and Frau Weynerowski testified that on the day 
in uestion, at half-past nine, they saw a suspicious-looking man carrying a sack 
in the neighbourhood of the place where the remains were found. But this man 
was not Israelsky. 

The other witnesses did not say anything of importance; some of them 
made theoretical statements which had nothing to do either with the murder or 
with the charge against Israelsky, A comic episode ensued when the * dumme 
Alex,” an idiot named Alex Prins, and a Jew, offered himself as a witness, In 
the corridor of the Court-house he declared that he knew the first stab was given 


to the deceased by the Shochet Hamburger of Schlocliau and the second by the 


Shochet Heymann of Konitz, The Executive of the Jewish Congregation had 
given him a suit of clothes and had promised him two more suits if he held his 
tongue, Israelsky had received 50 marks and Frau Israelsky 400 marks, When 
called into Court, the “dumme Alex” protested that he knew nothing. Owing 
to his weak intellect he was not sworn. 2 


The evidence of experts proved to be interesting. While Sanititsrath Dr, 


Miller of Konitz considered that death had been caused through loss of blood 
occasioned by a cut in the throat, and fixed the time of death between three and 
four o'clock, on the ground of the half-digested food found in the body, the 
medical assessors of the Court expressed themselves dissatisfied with this 
opinion. The Berlin physicians, Dr. Mittenzweig and Dr, Stormer, were then 
called. Both declared that there were proofs of an attempted suffocation which 
had escaped Dr. Miiller’s notice, and they held the belief that the throat was not 
cut until the youth was in the last agonies of suffocation. They also fixed the 
time of death at a later hour than did Dr. Miiller. Dr. Poppe, teacher of medical 
jurisprudence at the University of Berlin, who was called for the defence, 
deposed that death was due to suffocation, and that the throat was not cut till 
after death had ensued. He adduced several facts in support of his theory, 
from which it appeared that the remains were not denuded of blood as Dr. 
Miiller imagined, 

Herr Wendt, Inspector of Abattoirs, and Herr Uhl, Veterinary Surgeon, 


were asked whether the wound in the neck was similar to.one which would have.

been made with a butcher's knife. Both answered in the negative, but Here 
Wendt admitted the possibility of a butcher's cut having been concealed by a 
larger cut made subsequently, 

At this stage the defence asked for an adjournment in order to call witnesses 
who might prove an alibi, but the Court refused the request witl: the statement 
that such proofs were no longer necessary. 

The Crown Prosecutor asked for a conviction, but his speech was so weak 
as to cause the remark that the Crown had only entered half-heartedly into the 
case. He asked for five years’ imprisonment, 

Justizrath Von Gordon, in an eloquent speech, asked for an acquittal. He 
completely demolished the case for the Crown which the Prosecutor had so care- 
fully constructed. He regarded the principal witness, Fiedler, as having proved 
an alibi for Israelsky, as he had declared that he had always seen the accused in 
the town and not in the vicinity of the place where the remains were found. As 
the medical experts could not agree as to the cause of death, the possibility was 
not excluded of Winter not having been murdered at all, but of his having met 
his death by accident. Counsel believed that suffocation was the probable cause 
of death, for this could be perpetrated by one person, whilst murder by means — 
of cuts in the throat would have to be the work of more than one individual. 
The head must have lain on the spot for a considerable time, for in the contrary 
case it would have been preserved in ice in the town, This was highly 
impossible, as the police made prompt investigations. Besides, even the experts 
in the hospital would not have been able to keep the head fresh for two days. 
On all these grounds he asked for an acquittal. ) 

Rechtsanwalt Maschke added some points to those of his colleague, and 
he showed that the Crown Prosecutor had made a mistake in saying that Good 
Friday fell on a Jewish festival. 

After deliberating for half-an-hour the Court acquitted the prisoner, In its 
judgment the Court declared that. while agreeing with the opinion of Dr. 
Miiller, it must be admitted that the cause of death had not been proved. There 
could be no question of a cut by a slaughterer. As Fiedler was theonly witness 
of any consequence, and as he could not positively swear that Israelsky had gone 
to the spot where the gruesome discovery was made, and further as it had not 
been proved what were the contents of the mysterious sack, Israelsky must be 
acquitted of being an accomplice in the crime. Thecosts must be borne by the 
Crown. Immediately the verdict was given Israelsky was set at liberty.

had been placed in the Observation 
Ward of the Third Station Hos- 
pital, owing to an attack of melan- 
cholia, was seen by Corporal Yates, 
in charge of the guard, to place the 
muzzle of a rifle in his mouth 
and attempt to pull the trigger. 
Corporal Yates closed with the 
would-be suicide, and shouted an 
alarm. In the. struggle, Brian 
succeeded in discharging the nifle, 
and the bullet) struck Private 
David Seott, of the 2nd Dragoon 
Guards (Queen's Bays), who was 
running to the corporal’s assistance, 
It was soon percejved that Scott's 
wound was mortal, and telegrams 
were at once despatched to his 
relatives and to the Jewish Chaplain. 
Owing to a recent change of 
address, the message did not at once 
reach the parents of tne young 
soldier: but the Rev. F. L. Cohen 
was at the hospital within a short 
time, only to find that the brave 
dragoon had passed away. Scott . 
(whose name was correctly David The Late Private DAVID SCOTT. 
Cott, and who wasa former pupil : 2nd Dragoon Guards (Queen’s Bays). 
of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum) had been in hospital for ‘a trifling ailment, and was to 
have rejoined his regiment on Friday morning. At the inquest, 
which was adjourned from Saturday to Monday, for the production 
of official documents, Mr. W. E. Foster, the Coroner for North 
Hants, expressed himself strongly on the = slackness which permitted 
an insane man such easy access to'a weapon. It appeared that on August 13 the 
corporal of the outgoing guard inadvegtently entered a charge of drunkenness 
against Brian's name, instead of that of the next man on the hospital list. He 
was therefore regarded as an ordinary invalid prisoner, and no investigation 
was made by which this fatal error must have been discovered. The jury 
returned a verdict of wilful murder against poor demented Brian, in order that 
the tragic oversight may come before a Judge, and the whole question of the 
care of insane soldiers be treated by experts. . 

The sympathy and regard of Cott’s comrades made his interment, which 
took placeat the little Jewish cemetery at Aldershot on Monday afternoon last, a 
solemn and affecting ceremony. He was accorded a funeral with full military 
honours. At two o'clock the procession left the hospital. First marched a firing 
party and escort of the 2ad Dragoon Guards, with arms reversed. After them 
came the fine band of the regiment; but in deference to the special request of 
the bereaved parents they abstained from playing the customary Dead March on 
the road tothe cemetery. They were followed by a fully-horsed gun-carriage, 
on which was borne the coffin of.the deceased, covered with the Union Jack. 
On the coffin were placed his helmet, sword, and gauntlets, and several beautiful 
wreaths from his squadron and fellow patients at the hospital. 

The pall was borne by six comrades of the departed dragoon, who after- 
wards carried the coffin tothe grave. After them came the chief mourners, his 
father, Mr. Simon Cott (who has been well-known for some years in connection 
with the services on the High Festivals at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End), 
his brother, Mr. Isaac Cott, and his brother-in-law; Mr. Morris Barnett. They 
were pathetically followed by a silent mourner, the charger of the deceased, a 
beautiful bay, draped in housing of black and silver, and bearing the spurred 
boots of his late master reversed in the stirrups. The procession further 
included the officers, non-commissioned officers and dragoons of D Squadron of 
the Queen's Bays, to which the deceased belonged, and a large following of 
other sympathisers, 1iilitary and civilian. At the cemetery gates stood a deputa- 
tion of the Jewish residents in Aldershot, headed by the Rev. F. L. Cohen, who 
led the way to the grave, reciting the Burial Service. Mr. Cohen introduced 
into his English prayer a telling reference to the high courage and self-forget- 
fulness of the departed soldier.

Prosecutor. To everybody's surprise it was aftirmed that this piece of paper 
was nowhere to be found, notwithstanding that several searches were made 
for it. 

Herr Fiedler (()verseer of Messengers at the Post Office) repeated his for- 
mer statements that he had seen Israelsky at a quarter to eleven in front of the 
Landgericht in the Miiblenstrasse with a sack, probably a salt sack, on his 
shoulder. The left lower corner appeared to contain something of the size of a 
human head, whilst the right corner was empty. Israelsky went in the direction 
of the spot where the discovery was made, but witness could only follow his 
movements for the distance of a house or two. At half-past eleven he again 
saw Israelsky going in the opposite direction without the sack and with dirty 
boots, 

-Maschewsky deposed that he had also seen Israelsky at half-past eleven ; 
but he believed that the beots of the accused were always dirty, Centner,a 
forester, Richert, a gardener, and Frau Weynerowski. testified that on the day 
in question, at half-past nine, they saw a suspicious-looking man carrying a sack 
in the neighbourhood of the place where the remains were found. But this man 
was not Israelsky. 

The other witnesses did not say anything of importance; some of them 
made theoretical statements which had nothing to do either with the murder or 
with the charge against Israelsky, A comic episode ensued when the “ dumme 
Alex,” an idiot named Alex Prins, and a Jew, offered himself as a witness, In 
the corridor of the Court-house he declared that he knew the first stab was given 
to the deceased by the Shochet Hamburger of Schlochau and the second by the 
Shochet Heymann of Konitz. The Executive of the Jewish Congregation had 
given him a suit of clothes and had promised him two more suits if he held his 
tongue, Israelsky had received 50 marks and Frau Israelsky 40) marks, When 
called into Court, the “‘dumme Alex ” protested that he knew nothing. Owing 
to his weak intellect he was not sworn. 


The evidence of experts proved to be interesting. While Sanititsrath Dr. 
Miller of Konitz considered that death had been caused through loss of blood 


ovcasioned by a cut in the throat, and fixed the time of death between three and 
four o'clock, on the ground of the half-digested food found in the body, the 


medical assessors of the Court expressed themselves dissatisfied with this 
opinion. The Berlin physicians, Dr. Mittenzweig and Dr, Stormer, were then 
called. Both declared that there were proofs of an attempted suffocation which 
had escaped Dr. Miiller’s notice, and they held the belief that the throat was not 
cut until the youth was in the last agonies of suffocation. They also fixed the 
time of deathat a later hour than did Dr. Miiller. Dr. Poppe, teacher of medical 
jurisprudence at the University of Berlin, who was called for the defence, 
deposed that death was due to suffocation, and that the throat was not cut till 
after death had ensued. He adduced several facts in support of his theory, 
from which it appeared that the remains were not denuded of blood as Dr. 
Miller imagined, 

Herr Wendt, Inspector of Abattoirs, and Herr Uhl, Veterinary Surgeon, 
were asked whether the wound in the neck was similar to. one which would have 


rejoiced in the almost phenomenal 


been made with a butcher's knife. Both answered in the negative, but Herre 
Wendt admitted the possibility of a butcher's cut having been concealed by a 
larger cut made subsequently. 

At this stage the defence asked for an adjournment in order to call witnesses 
who might prove an alibi, but the Court refused the request with the statement 
that such proofs were no longer necessary. 

The Crown Prosecutor asked for a conviction. but his speech was so weak 
as to cause the remark that the Crown had only entered half-heartedly into the 
case. He asked for five years’ imprisonment, | 

Justizrath Von Gordon, in an eloquent speech, asked for an acquittal. He 
completely demolished the case for the Crown which the Prosecutor had so care- 
fully constructed. He regarded the principal witness, Fiedler, as having proved 
an alibi for Israelsky, as he had declared that he had always seen the accused in 
the town and not in the vicinity of the place where the remains were found. As 
the medical experts could not agree as to the cause of death, the possibility was 
not excluded of Winter not having been murdered at all, but of his having met 
his death by accident. Counsel believed that suffocation was the probable cause 
of death, for this could be perpetrated by one persor, whilst murder by means 
of cuts in the throat would have to be the work of more than one individual. 
The head must have lain on the spot for a considerable time, for in the contrary 
case it would have been preserved -in ice in the town, ‘This was highly 
impossible,.as the police made prompt investigations. Besides, even the experts 


- jn the hospital would not have been able to keep the head fresh for two days. 


On all these grounds he asked for an acquittal. | 
| Rechtsanwalt Maschke added some points to those of his colleague, and 
he showed that the Crown Prosecutor had made a mistake in saying that Good 
Friday fell on a Jewish festival. | 

After deliberating for half-an-hour the Court acquitted the prisoner, In its 
judgment the Court declared that. while agreeing with the opinion. of Dr. 
Miiller, it must be admitted that the cause of death had not been proved. There 
could be no question of a cut by a slaughterer. As Fiedler was theonly witness 
of any consequence, and as he could not positively swear that Israelsky had gone 
to the’spot where the gruesome discovery was made, and further as it had not 
been proved what were the contents of the mysterious sack, Israelsky must be 
acquitted of being an accomplice in the crime. Thecosts must be borne by the 
Crown. Immediately the verdict was given Israelsky was set at liberty.

THE JEWISH COLONY IN CYPRUS. 


THE CYPRUS GOVERNMENT AND ALIEN IMMIGRATION. 


|FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


Cyrrktus, 


All the special interest which Englis-h Jews may have felt in the colony 
here, till now. will soon have lost its raisin détre. For the five families from 
England who remained here after last year’s ‘‘ weeding-out ’ have determined 
to quit Cyprus and return to England. The reasons they assign are 
‘the impossibility of earning a sufficient livelihood, and the bad climate.” The 
colony will thus consist for the future of young men from the Mikveh Israel 
School, near Jaffa, and probably a few workmen from the colonies in Palestine, 


whom the Jewish Colonisation Association may think it wise or expedient to 
colonise. 


It was a certainty from the first that people, who had lived in London under 
the same conditions as the colonists had, would never be content in such an out- 
of-the-way place as this, unless very successful harvests were assured, in order 
to counterbalance the discomforts attendant upon couatry life. At any rate, 
whatever the real cause, the expariment of colonising Londoners has proved a 
failure. The colomsts lay a good deal of blame on the shoulders of Mr. Berg- 
mann, the administrator. But, as one who has had the confidence of both 
parties, I may say that [ do not believe a more capable man could be found for 
his post, than he. Of course there have been faults in the administration, but 
I may mention one which occurs to everyone in 
the coloay. Tae colonists complain that, being short of money at the harvest 
time, they are forced to sell their crops as soon as they are threshed, when the 
price is naturally at its lowest. This could be avoided if the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association were to buy the crops of its colonists at the threshing-floor 
price, and hold them until the following winter or spring, when the merchants are 
paying better prices. The difference in the two prices could then ba handed to 
the colonist, This would entail the outlay of but a small amount of capital, 


which would be always secured and would be of considerable assistance to the — 


colonists. 


Our harvest is now finished, and, although not of the very best, still one 
must not grumble at it. It is far better than last year’s, and had we not been 


deprived of our March rains it would have been one of the best. 


There has beeu far more illness than last year. This applies not only to the — 


colony but to the island generally, and is due to the excessive heat we have been 


experiencing, a temp 2rature of 10) degrees Fahrenheit in the shade being a very 
ordinary thing at two p.m. | 

We have been feeling the effects of the Roumanian emigration. The few 
families who came to Cyprus to try their hand at the Government irrigation 
works, as a result of Mr. Trietsch’s propaganda, have been with usin the colony 
for the last three months, They arrived here in a most pitiable state. All had 
malarial fever, and.sometyphoid. Since then we have done our best for them, 
but, notwithstanding, one man and one woman have since died. We are hoping 
that the Jewish Colonisation Association will provide the means for sendiug 
them away from the island. Professor Dr. Warburg, of Berlin, who saw them 
when he wai visiting Cyprus, has interested himself in them, and assisted them 
with various sums of money. | 7" 

Mr. Trietsch’'s activity has had another result, one curiously similar to that 
of the Zionist movement on the mainland. Some two years ago a law was passed 
by the Cyprus Legislative Council that no immigrants should be allowed to land 
unless they could deposit sufficient money to pay for their return journey to 
their native land. In addition to this they must have means of living until they 
find work. ‘This law was not directed against Jews, but had particular 
reference to a certain sect of Russians, the Duchobortzi, who settled here in 
considerable numbers in August 1808, Sinca then several poor Jews have come 
here, and the law was not put into force. But when Mr. ‘Trietschs 
appearance in the island gave currency to the rumour that some hundreds of 
families were on their way here, at once the Commissioners of all thie 
sea-port towns were advised strictly to enforce the _ Immigrant Law of 1898, ani 
on no account toallow Jews to disembark unless they could furnish the necessar\ 


deposits. This has resulted in several heartrending scenes being enacted at 


Larnaca, where whole families have spent the day ina small boat on the sea. 
the Commissioner refusing them permission to land, and the captain of their 
steamer not allowing them to re-embark. On account of this the shipping 
companies at the Piraeus refused to take Jewish passengers for this island, with 
the result that some 200 families were wandering for three weeks on the sea: 
shore of that town. So that even our little and little-known corner of the 
world has suffered from this planless emigration.

CONSTANTINOPLE, 3RD SEPTEMBER. 
The Sultan’s Jubilee. 


Last Saturday, the twenty-fifth anniversary of the Sultan’s accession to the 
throne was observed in all the synagogues in this city and in the provinces, by 
the offering up of special prayers for the preservation of the precious life of 
our august Sovereign, After having officiated at the synagogue in the Ortakeuj 
district, M. Moise Levy, the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, proceeded to the Imperial 
Palace in order to lay at the foot of the throne the homage of his loyal attach- 
ment, as well as that of the Jews throughout the Empire, and at the same time 
to present an address of thanks composed in Hebrew and Turkish verse. Not- 
withstanding the many engagements which the Sultan had that day, his Imperial 
Majesty gave his Jewish subjects another proof of his goodwill by receiving the 
Chief Rabbi in audience, in order that he might personally express his appre- 
ciation of the loyal sentiments conveyed in the address from the Jews througb. 
out his dominions. The Chief Rabbi is delighted with the cordial reception 
given to him at the Palace. 


High Honours for a Jewish State Official. 

His Majesty has bestowed on our distinguished coreligionist, His Excellency 
Daoud Effendi Molho, First Dragoman of the Imperial Divan, a token of his 
goodwill and high esteem by conferring on him the Grand Cordon of the 
()3manic, with the badge of the Order set in brilliants. He is the first Jewish 
functionary who has received this decoration, which is bestowed only on Grand 
Viziers and others among the highest dignataries of the State, and on foreign 
Sovereigns and Princes. Daoud Effendi Molho is one of the worthiest 
functionaries of the Sublime Porte, and during his long and honourable career 
he has rendered to the Sultan and the State important services which His 
Majesty has always rewarded by signal marks of favour, His Excellency has 
been decorated by nearly every State in Europe and the extreme East. 


A New Jewish Hospital in Constantinople. ; 

The inauguration of the new Jewish National Hospital,“ Or Ahaim,” at 
Balata, took place yesterday, and was presided over by the Chief Rabbi. Among 
those present at the ceremony were Husni Pasha, Aide-de-Camp of 
the Sultan and Commodore of the Fleet, the Vicars of the Armenian and Greek 
Patriarchates, and numerous distinguished personages belonging to the 
different religious denominations in this city. Addresses were delivered by 
the Chief Rabbi, Jacques Effendi Samanon, Chief of one of the departments of 
the Oriental Railways, M. Haim Nahoum, Assistant Director of the Jewish 
Seminary at Haskeui, and M. Abraham Naon. All the visitors expressed their 
admiration for the magnificent hospital, which is a model for all similar institu- 
tions in Turkey, and which has cost at least 300,000 francs. More than half of 
this sum was contributed by the late Baron and Baroness de Hirsch, whose 
names are perpetuated in the principal hall of the hospital. The other large 
~ contributors included M. Goldschmidt and the Leon family in Paris. 


‘Anti-Jewish Manifestations by Greeks. 

An incident which for a short time disturbed the tranquillity of the Jews 
living in the small town of Cavalla took place there last Wednesday. A 
_ Christian woman was searching for her child, which had been lost since the 
morning, when a neighbour informed her that with her own eyes she had seen 
the child being carried away by a Jewess. The frightened mother commenced 
to scream in the open street, and was soon surrounded by the Greek population, 
who, believing that a ‘ritual murder” had been committed, proceeded ina state 
of excitement to the house of the Jewess. The mob took up a threatening 
attitude, and the house would have been destroyed but for the prompt appear- 
ance on the spot of Emin Pasha, the Governor, who calmed the people by telling 
them that the missing child was safe in his palace. In fact, as soon as the 
(;overnor heard of the incident he ordered some of his most able agents to 
‘institute a search, with the result that in less than half-an-hour the child was 
brought to the palace. Emin Pasha severely reprimanded the G reeks for

tion, one cannot help seeing a serious impediment to the right of study. One 
would think that the restriction of Jewish pupils at schools, to five per cent., 
ten per cent., or fifteen per cent., is caused by these schools being inundated 
with non-Jewish pupils. This is not so, for there are schools in Russia which 
are closed owing to the insufficient numbers of pupils. Government schools 
are closed to the Jews, private schools there are none to speak of, meanwhile 
children grow, and the number of the illiterate perforce increases every year 
amongst the Jews in Russia. |

The Jew, Wolf Isracl+ky, who bas lain in prison for 
five months on the charge of acting as an accomplice 
in the alleged murder of the youth Winter, for ritual pur 

poses, has at length been bronght to trial and acquitted. 

The result is satisfactory in itself, though the unlimited perjury which bas 
accompanied the whole of the K onitz trouble and which must have been resorted 
to on a wholesale scale in the trial jast concluded. might easily have brought 
about a different issue. What the effect of brazen lying, and vile prejudice 
masuerading as “evidence” can be on a biassed jury, we have seen in the 
similar case of Hilsner in Bohemia; and the Konitz charge, although com- 
plicated by ludicrous contradictions and “ strengthened” by the chatterings 
of the village idiot, might well have had a different ending if twelve 
jurymen of Konitz, and not a bench of learned judges, had had the giving 
of the decision.

| nations, such a charge asthe monstrous “blood accusation ” should be seriously 


raised, credited by thousands of people, and supported by every species of 
violence and dishonesty in Court and out of Court, is a deplorable fact—and a 
fact which we especially commend to the Governments who are attempting tv 
cram their civilisation down the throats of the Chinese because they hold similar 
beliefs to that held at Konitz, about Christians and Christianity.

The New Roumania bas given rise to some hope that the condi- 
Roumanian _ tion of the ill-fated Jews in that country is on the eve 
Ministry. — of amelioration. ‘That hope ‘chiefly reposes on the 
antecedents of the new Premier himself—M. Carp. 

To observers afar, he has not seemed to be imbued with the anti-Jewish 
views to the extent and intensity of other Roumanian politicians. (n 
the contrary, upon more than one occasion, he has raised his voice 
in favour of some rational alternative policy towards the Jews to that of 
slowly exterminating them. In the year 1893, for example, 
proposals were before the Roumanian legislature under which “foreigners,” ¢ ¢ , 
Jews, were to be admitted into Public Elementary Schools, only if there 
was room for them, and on payment of special fees, whilst from the (Govern- 
ment Technical Schools they were to be excluded altogether. It was upon 


this occasion that M. Carp was reported to have delivered himself of the 
following wise words : | 


As regards the Jews I hold the same opinion respecting the question as 
| did in 1867, when my life was threatened. There may be a certain element of 
danger in the large number of Jews who dwell among us and yet are not of us. 
But I admire their sobriety, their close family life, their careful. frugal mode 
of living, and their intellectual power. The danger, of which I hear so much, 
cannot be conquered by measures passed against the Jews, Many such have 
been directed against them, and what has been the result? What is it you 
want’? You have denied them naturalisation, excluded them from politics, 
but you compel them to military service. You take their blood and 
deny them advancement. And yet about every decade a cry goes up 

that we are crushed down by the Jews, and the State is in danger. Tx 
only real danger lies here that we are not willing to work Cas they, 
All the privileges which are given to Roumania will vanish as the wind, unless 
we maintain them by our own exertion and labour. You cannot kill the Jews 
nor send them away, and it is surely better to bring them into closer harmony 
with ourselves by educating their youths in our schools, and letting them breathe 
our national spirit. This were wiser, sure, than to keep 9),000 inhabitants in 
ignorance. All your repressive measures have been of no avail. And you can- 
not go further than to throw the Jews into the Danube. If the foreigners, who 
include the resident Jews, are excluded from our Technical Schools, in short, if 
this amendment be carried, a ministerial crisis must ensue for | cannot consent 
to sueh a measure, 


The upshot of that speech was that the proposals referred to were moditied 
to this extent, that ‘foreigners were placed on the same footing with 
respect to admission into technical schools as was provided for in the Bills 
relating to other schools. The speech was instrumental in securing this 
concession, and, while deserving to be placed on record, may fairly be held 
to excuse the cherishing of some hope of amelioration.

friend of the Jew. His early record, indeed, shows him to have been at one 
time an anti-Semite of a rather mild jattern, though the debates 
on. the proposals of 1893 produced in him a chastened and repentant 
mood. But even his later and better mood results not so much from 
sympathy for the Jews as from the conviction that the violent 
methods adopted by their enemies are impracticable and foredoomed to failure. 
Still, however that be, it is a melancholy fact that has to be faced that 
M. Car) alone stands between the 260,000 Jews of Roumania and 
a wretched and intolerable lot. To what extent he may exert a favourable 
influence remains to be seen, Little can be inferred on that point from his 
moderate action in regard to rural residence, for with the extreme animosity 
which prevails in Roumania it may be necessary to go very warily. Nor need 
any disappointment be felt at the presence in the new Cabinet of a sworn 
anti-Semite in the person of M. Filipesca, Experience shows that the 
best way often to close a party politician's mouth is to 
stuff it with the loaves and _ fishes of office. The experi- 
ment in the case of M. Filipescu, indeed, seems to have 
met with some measure of success already, for his organ, the Epoca, 
has been pleading for the restoration of jeace to the country—an ideal which 
can hardly be consummated with an internal war raging against a large 
body of the population. Oa the whole, then, while not feeling too 


sanguine, it will be as well to await the policy of the new ministry. On the 


other hand even our somewhat pessimistic correspondent at Bucharest 
anticipates ‘a period of comparative tranquillity,’ and this, at all evente, 
would be something to be thankful for. 


The London Hospital, the’ greatest Institution of its 

The London _ kind in the world, has always had a peculiar interest 
Hospital. for Jews. Situated almost in the very centre 

of a great and growiyg Hebrew population, it has 

inevitably drawn an enormous proportion of its patients from the Jewish 
ranks, and its work and prosperity have naturally been a matter of concern to 


| our community. The hospital, it isan agreeab‘e thing to reflect, has ever 


risen to its opportunities, and has performed its humane work with a splen- 
did impartiality to creed or race, that has increased its claims on Jewish 
respect and support. So far back as sixty years ago it was taking serious 
thought to meet the religious necessities of in-patients of our faith, It 
is over thirty years since it dedicated special wards to Jewish patients 
and now, we are rejoiced to see, it has taken steps to enlarge 
the specifically Jewish accommodation provided in the hospital, Under 
the new conditions, instead of the twenty-live beds for Hebrew patients as at 
present, there will be provision for some sixty Jewish in-patients— 
an increase amply necessitated by the constant growth in the number of 
Jewish applicants for medical treatment. To meet the increased 
cost, the Hospital authorities have the endowment fund of £10,000 gene- 
rously given by a coreligionist, Mr. E, L.. Raphael. But the initial expense of 
building the new accommodation has so far not been provided, and though the 
Committee are pushing on operations, they are doing so in the hope 
and expectation that, when the cost has to be met, a generous community 
will not leave them in the lurch. Would it not b2 a graceful thing if the 
Jews of London came forward and relieved the Hospital of any financial 
trouble in connection with a matter designed solely to meet the susceptibilities 
of Hebrew patients ? Oar community has long been honourably identified with 
the institution, and the names of the noblest among us are associated 
with this most magnificent of all London charities. ‘I'he grateful provision of 
the funds for building the new Jewish wards would be a welcome perpetua- 
tion of a kindly, happy, and honourable connection.

| We commend to the attention of the Manchester 
A Hint to Jews the experience gained in London in 
Manchester. connection with Jewish Wards at general Hospitals. 
The particulars we give in another column of the 
“ Rothschild” and ‘* Goldsmid” Wards at the London Hospital, White- 
chapel Road, prove that for the last tifty years the Jewish sick poor have 
been as well cared for at that important Institution as they could 
have been at any exclusively Jewish hospital. And the further arrangements 
now being carried out for an extension of the accommodation for Jewish 
patients indivate that the Managers are by no means regardless of our 
increasing demands upon their resources. It should likewise be remem- 
bered that there has been for some years a Jewish Ward at the Metropolitan 
Hospita', I\ingsland ltoad, where a Jewish medical man, Dr, A. 
Cohen, has attended the out-patients’ department for the ~pecial 
benefit of foreign Jews. ur readers will be familiar with the steps 
that have been taken for providing a special kosher kitchen at the (ierman 
Hospital, for which funds are still needed. At these hospitals, every facility 
is now given for Jewish religious observances at Passover, and throughout the 
year. l\osher food is also supplied to Jewish patients at other Metro- 
politan hospitals. | Experience has shown that every possible concession is 
made to meetall reasonable requirements of Jewish patients, at general hospitals, 
provided, of course, that the Jewish community contribute in proportion to the 
special expense incurred. With these facts before us we would bid the Manchester 
Jews pause before committing themselves not only to the great cost of 
erecting and equipping an exclusively Jewish hospital, but also to its future 
efficient maintenance. We should not hastily seek means to separate ourselves 
from the general community. There may be some local circumstances, of 
which we have not been informed, which are exceptional in Manchester and 
warrant a departure from this policy. But, having in view the unsectarian 
spirit in which practically all the general hospitals in England are conducted, 
we cannot believe that a less liberal management distinguishes the medical 
institutions of Manchester. It should also be remembered that the existing 
Jewish charities of Cottonopolis are by no means in too Hourishing a condi- 
tion. Both the well-managed local Board of Guardians and the admirably- 
conducted Jews’ Schools offer an example in point. It would 
seem prudent that no rash step should be taken by which a 
serious addition would be made to the existing burdens of the 
community. At least, all other measures to meet the special needs of the 
Jewish sick poor, to provide for their religious requirements and otherwise, at 
a general hospital, should be exhausted before the irrevocable step is taken of 
establishing an exclusively Jewish hospital.

of Synagogal of theorists, it is pleasant to retlect that in synagogal 
Progress. matters there has decidedly been no stagnation in 

| the year now coming to anend. On the contrary, the 

work of making provision for the spiritual necessities of our expanding com- 
munity has gone on steadily as well, we are glad to say, in the provinces as 
in the metropolis itself. In London, it is interesting to note, the work has 
mainly taken the form of providing for the outer Jewish ring—those of our 
coreligionists who are flocking to the outskirts of this great city. Thus on 
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the East side, synagogues are being provided at West Ham and at East Ham 
and Manor Park—the latter case being particularly gratifying on account of 
the warm interest it aroused among the Gentiles of the neighbourhood, a 
Christian minister surrendering his own place of worship for a nominal 
sum in order that a synagogue might be erected on its site. On 
the Northern side of London preparations are being vigorously pushed 
forward for new synagogues at l‘insbury Park and Stoke Newington. The 
temporary Synagogue at Camden Town is also on the eve of being replaced 
by a permanent structure. Westwards, too, significantly enough, the 
movement has gone on apace, and the Federation of Synagogues has the 


great credit of providing an admirable temple for Jewish artisans | 


in the neighbourhood of Notting Hill. What all this means to the future of 
English Jewry need hardly be laboured here. When the promoters of the 
Associate Synagogue scheme also get fairly to work, a new impetus will be 
added to the movement away from the centre—a movement which spells not 
only the religious progress but the social advancement of our community. At 
the same time, this synagogal activity has hardly been confined to the 
Metropolis. Synagogues are gradually being studded throughout the pro- 
vinces, everywhere acting we would fain hope as a magnetic 
attraction away from the capital. Six months ago, the foundation- 
stone of a new place of worship was laid at Reading. <A few 
months after, another synagogue was consecrated at Blackpool, 
while, nearly a year ago, a pleasant token of revival was manifested 
in the re-consecration of the Yarmouth Synagogue, which belonged to a con- 
gregation that, corporately speaking, had almost ceased to breathe. The 


synagogal record disclosed in all these facts is not a discouraging one. It 


goes to show that the dismal prophecies of pessimists are, at least, too 
gloomily drawn. There is vitality and life in Judaism yet, we are glad to 
think with Mr. Israel Abrahams.

The Reeiew of the Week, to whose article on the 
failare of l*oreign Missions we referred last week, 
returns to the charge with a remarkable article in its 
current issue. ‘Ihe matter is so important, and not 
least so in its bearing upon missionary efforts among ourselves, that we may 
be excused for recurring to the subject. The Directors of the London 
Missionary Society render thanks to Heaven for ‘so encouraging a report,” 
as that they have been able to present, and from the financial point of 
view they are quite right, for the income of the Society has advanced during 
the last 15 years from £115,000 to £171,000. Bat this is hardly 
the crucial test of missionaries’ success. The point is not what are the 
funds of the Society, but what results have been achieved with them. ‘lhe 
astounding reply to that question,” says The Review of the Weck, ‘ is that the 
total church membership of the whole of the missions in all parts of the world has 
decreased from ‘1,497 in 1885 to 50,750 in 1900, and that the number of 
converts enrolled by the Society to-day in all its mission stations the world 
-over—in China, India, Polynesia, Africa—is less than the number enrolled 
in Madagascar alone 15 years ago.” It is true that the bulk of the decline 
has taken place in Madagascar, where the hostile French occupation might 
be held responsible for present results ; but the Society expressly says that 
the I’rench Government has “loyally kept its promise to give freedom and 
recognition to the Society’s missionaries.” Political reasons, therefore, cannot 
account for the falling off in the soul-harvest. Bat leaving Madagascar out of 
account altogether the facts are thoroughly discouraging to the Society, for 


The Price 
of Converts. 


“after 15 years’ work, with an increasing number of missionaries in the field 


every year, and resources at their disposal rising from £115,000 per annum 
to £171,000 per annum, the Church membership (in the extra-Madagascar 
fields of work) is now several hundreds less than it was at the beginning of 
_ the period under notice.” Here are a few interesting local details. In Tientsin 
the Society is gaining converts at the rate of one every fifteen months. In 
_ Peking it is worse—one convert per station for every twenty-two years. 
At this rate it will take longer to convert the 400 million Chinamen than it 
does to convert the Jews. It is the same again with the African missions, 


whose missionaries have increased from 22 in 1885 to 2% now, but whose 


converts have fallen from 2,071 to 1,868 ; and with the Polynesian Mission, 
whose church membership has declined from 19,273 in 1885 to 8,541 this 
year. Why, people of sense will ask, with heathendom rampsnt in Europe, 
squander these huge sums on vain enterprises, or, as in the case of the 
Jewish community, on a people whose religious code is quite sufficient to 
allow it to work out its own moral salvation? It may be all very well 
for the missionaries of the London Society, whose cost to their employers has 
risen from £601 per annum in 1890 to £632 per annum in the present 
year. But are there no other outlets for the hundreds and thousands that are 
yearly thrown away in these causes ?

Re-opening of the Great Synagogue. 


The Great Synagogue is to be re-opened this evening after having under. 
gone thorough redecoration and some structural alterations. © ; 

The synagogue has been altered as far as the entrances and staircases are 
concerned. Instead of the old ground-floor centre entrance, with its narrow 
gangways on each side, this has been closed up, and an entrance for men pro- 
vided on each side of the west end of the building, so affording straight, con- 
venient, and more ample access. The old-fashioned and dangerous women's 
staircases have been removed and replaced by stone staircases to suit the 
requirements of the County Council with respect to public buildings. Where 
the few seats for the poor formerly existed are now fifty new seats as com- 
modious as any others inthe synagogue. Some twenty years ago most of the 
roofs then covered with copper were stripped, and the roofs re-covered with 
zinc. Theroofs have now been stripped again as the zinc had perished in 
places, and they have been felted and recovered with copper by Messrs. Ewart. 
of Euston Road. 

_ The sanitary arrangements have been remodelled, new drainage having been 
laid throughout, and new ladies’ lavatories having. been provided. A robing 
room has been provided for the Chief Rabbi's use, with lavatory accommoda- 
tion, at the east end of the synagogue, close to his seat. | | 

The synagogue has been decorated inside and outside in a manner which 
has given thorough satisfaction to the Committee and their Architect. The 
zeneral contractors were Messrs. Coulsell, of Bethnal Green, and the decorations 

ave been done by Messrs. Sayer, who formerly decorated the St. John’s Wood 
The 
Hebrew writing has been done by Messrs. Harris and Son, of Beaumont Street. 
Mile End, and the ‘lacquering work by Messrs. Hulett. The whole of the works 
have been carried out under the personal direction of the Committee's Archi- 


tect, Mr. Lewis Solomon, F.R.I.B.A., of 55, New Broad Street, who deserves the 


highest commendation for the admirable effect produced. The synagogue 
had not been properly decorated for many years, and admittedly looks better 
than it has ever done in the memory of its oldest members. 


OBITUARY. 


Geheimee Sanitatsrath Dr. MARCUSE. 


By the death on the rd inst. of Geheimer Sanitiitsrath Dr. Moritz Marcus: 
the Jewish community in Berlin has lost one of its worthiest members. 
and medical science one of its most distinguished students. He was an ardent 
worker for Jewish institutions, whose establishment and progress were greatly 
facilitated“by the large sums he raised on their behalf. The erection of the fine 
Jewish Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, at Neu-Weissensee, was mainly due 
to Dr. Marcuse’s efforts, and for more than thirty years he devoted bis medica! 
skill to the Society for the Support of Jewish Working Men during Sickness 
From the time that the seat of the Deutsch-Israelitische Gemeindebund was 
transferred to Berlin, he was one of the most active members of its Board, and 
for twenty years he rendered valuable services as member of the Council of the 
Jewish community, and for a shorter period as member also of the Committce 
for combating anti-Semitism. Little as he cared for them, honours were cov 
ferred upon him in abundance. Ile served as Army Doctor in the wars of |>*\)! 
1X66, and 1870-71, and for his activity he received several Orders and the title 
of Oberstabsarzt, with which is coupled the rank of Major, 


Herr C. D. LIPPE. 


The well-known bibliographer, C. D. Lippe, has died in Vienna, after lori. 
suifering, at the age of seventy-seven. The deceased (a brother of the well- 
known medical man, Dr. K. Lippe, of Jassy, whose portrait as one of the deli. 
gates at the recent Zionist Congress we published on August 17th), was a man 
of considerable learning, and worked hard in his time for Hebrew literature. 
His “ Bibliographisches Lexicon” (Vienna 1881-188), is a well-known work. 
though not altogether trustworthy as a book of reference. In particular. the 
information given respecting prominent Jews in England was very faulty. 


The Galveston Calamity.—We are glad to be able to announce thiat a 
telegram has been received from the Rev. Henry Cohen, of Galveston, Texas 
to the effect that he and his family have escaped from the calamity. Galvestou 
contains a large and important Jewish community, and it is to be feared that

British Association.—Many names Jewish, and apparently Jewish, occur 
in the proceedings of the British Association at Bradford this year. At the 
meeting of the General Committee Professor Hartog moved that, in future 
women-members of the Association should be eligible as members of the gener:t! 
and sectional Committees, which was carried. In the Chemistry section a com- 
munication on the crystalline structure of metals was made by Professor J. .\. 
Ewing and Mr. Walter Rosenhain. It contained an account of observations on 
the effect of plastic strain on the micro-structure of metals. Messrs. H. . 
Dakin and J. B, Cohen (of the Yorkshire College, Leeds), discussed the 
chlorination of aromatic hydrocarbons. Inthe Anthropology section Mr. W. 
Rosenhain described the making of a Malay “kris,” a bronze weapon some- 
thing between an axe and a sickle, and illustrated his description by actually 
making one from the metal by casting. Professor H. Louis then described and 
illustrated a peculiar pattern of kris used in a limited area in the North- 
east of the Malay peninsula, In the Economic section Mr. J. H. Levy took 
part in a discussion on Mr. Arthur Priestman’s paper on “ Municipal Trading, 

and said “that the statement that monopolies always paid was as nearly the 
reverse of the truth as could be. The Post Office doubtless paid, but it was by 
over-charging for its services.”

AN INTERVIEW WITH MR. DAVID YELLIN. 


Mr. David Yellin is one of the most accomplished teachers and. 


Hebraists in Jerusalem. At the Von Limmel School he is the right hand of 
the Director, Mr. Ephraim Cohn, Mr. Yellin is .a fine type of the native 
Jerusalem Jew. He is fully equipped in every branch of traditional lore, he 
writes and speaks Hebrew with ease and eloquence, and is the author of some 
excellent works chiefly meant for school and popular use, Mr. Yellin’s latest 
work, which will be reviewed shortly, embodies a new method for teaching 
Hebrew. Mr. Yellin-is an excellent teacher of Arabic. But besides this Mr. 
Yellin is well abreast with European history and literature. He speaks, besides 
Hebrewand Arabic, French, German, and English. He is a cultured gentleman. 
Visitors to Jerusalem have always carried away with them affectionate regard 
- for Mr. Yellin. Hence his presence in London has been welcomed with enthu- 


siasm by many personal friends, and there is already a widespread hope that he | 


will succeed in his mission. 


You are here, Mr, Yellin, witha two-fold purpose ? 

“Yes. I ama delegate to the Committee of the Sir Moses Montefiore Testi- 
monial Fund with regard to some houses built in Jerusalem about eighteen 
years ago. One object of my present journey is to arrive at a settlement of out- 
standing difficulties. My second object, and, as I know, one in which many 
English Jews are already interested, is the Jerusalem Library, formerly known 
ax the Midrash Abarbanel, then as the Ginse Joseph, and now as the Jewish 
Central Library.” 7 

This Library occupies a unique position in the life of the Jerusalem Jews. 
I saw that myself, but will you explain for those who have not visited the 
Library, what is the exact importance of the institution ? 


“First and foremost, it is the rallying point for all the Jews in Jerusalem, In: 


this Library the Jews are a united band of brothers, There is no question of 
sect or opinion. You will see in the reading-room Sephardim and Ashkenazim, 
young men and old, artisans and school-boys. The boys of the various schools 
in Jerusalem use the library as the means to continue their studies when they 
leave school.” 

What do you mean by saying no differences in sec’? | 

“In Jerusalem there are many separate groups of Jews. The Jews coming 
from various parts of the world form their own congregations and often have 
their own institutions. But the Library is an institution for all these sects. 
Among our friends are the Chacham Bashi Eljashar on the one hand and, the 
Ashkenazi Rav on the other. And so with the other groups. Our reading-room 


is frequented by members of all the different congregations, Our public — 


lectures in Hebrew are popular equally with all.” . 
_ But I think this statement does not exhaust your meaning. You spoke 
also of no differences of opinion. 

“Exactly. The Library is the one place in Jerusalem in which a common 
ground is provided for the T'almudists and the Maskilim, /.c., the class who are 
more influenced by modern science and current thought. There is never a 
_ breath of conflict. It is felt that all come to the Library for ideal purposes, and 
each reader respects and strengthens the ideals of his neighbour. 

I think that this Library 1s a rallying point for all Jews in another sense. 
“ has, I think, friends and supporters among all Jewish parties outside 

alestine. 


“Yes, This is a fact upon which the Library prides itself. Just as within — 


its walls sectarian differences are unknown, so from the outside it has won 
friends and admirers among all shades of Jewish opinion. Dr, Chazanowitz, to 
whom the Library owes its early success, is an ardent Zionist. You and several 
of your friends, from whom we expect assistance now, do not consider your- 
selves Zionists at all. Again, I have received encouragement already from the 
London Chovevi Zion. In Russia we have friends among Jews of the old 
school ; in Germany and Austria men of the newer school, like Giidemann and 
Buber, have taken much interest in our work. The late Professor Kaufmann 
was also very sympathetic. The total material help that we have so far had has 
not been great, but we have never yet made a general appeal, and the total, such as 
it is, represents what I think is an unparalleled combination of scholars and men 
of affairs, who belong to Judaism in all its grades and varieties, The Publica- 
tion Society of America sends us its books, We have, indeed, several good 
friends in America. In London, I believe, the Zionist Congress made us a grant. 
I hope that the Chovevi Zion will likewise help us. From England we regularly 
receive the Jewish Quarterly Review and the Jewish Chroniele, and among our 
personal supporters are Professor Schechter, Lord Rothschild, Mr, Dennis 
Samuel, Mr. Bentwich, Mr. Elkan Adler, Mr. Claude Montefiore, Mr, F. D. 
Mocatta, Mr. Charles Samuel, and a good many more. We also hope to have 
the sympathy of the Maccabsans in general, and of Mr. Zangwill in particular, 
This is truly a splendid record. How does your Library manage to cater 


in all about 18,000 books. Of these, rather more than a half 


are in Hebrew. Hebrew, of course, is becoming more and more familiar to the 


| 


Jews of Palestine. But these Hebrew books, besides Bibles, Rabbinical Works 
and ethical treatises, include Hebrew versions of modern histories, poetry, drama, 
novels, and works of science. In addition to Hebrew books we have a large 
number in English, German, Russian, Greek, Latin, Spanish, and Arabic. We 
have many dictionaries and works of reference. We have maps, periodicals, 
and school books. During the past year the Library was visited by 10,000 
readers, The number of books circulated outside the Library was more than 
2,000. Several ladies are among our readers. The Christian scholars of 
Jerusalem also make frequent use of our Library.” 
Then what is the exact purpose of your present mission ? 
_ “We wish a home for this Library,a centre from which its beneficial 
influence may expand, that the institution may take the lead more fully than 
before in all those enterprises which unite rather than separate Jews, Hitherto 
we had very insufficient space with the hired premises which we previously 
occupied, We have planned a building of our own, and have begun to erectit.”’ 
ho is doing the work? 

_ “ All the workmen are Jews. The stone-masons, the smiths, the carpenters 
—in fact, all the workmen without exception are Jews.” | 
; 2 ou surely have not launched out into a large scheme before obtaining the 
unds 

‘No; we have so devised our plans that we can proceed piece-meal as the 

money is available. I would have you know that local effort in Jerusalem has 
nobly shared in the cost. But the Committee, consisting mainly of teachers and 


scholars, is not a wealthy body. Hence it is that I, the Honorary Secretary of 


the Library, have been sent to London to obtain here from friends of the Holy 
Land material help in supplement to our own efforts,” 

How much money do you require ? | 

“To complete the edifice, to purchase the freehold and to furnish the rooms, 
the sum required would be about £1,200.’ 

That is rather a large sum. . | 

* But we do not expect to obtain itall at once. The work can be spread over 
several years, We shall not cease to call onour friends in Jerusalem for further 
and further contributions, But the encouragement that I have already received 
in London bids me hope that I shall not return to Jerusalem empty-handed. 
We believe that this Library is destined to play a great part in the elevation of 
the Jewish people in Jerusalem. We are asking not for alms, but for a charity 
of love, for means to raise the spirit of our brethren in the Holy City, to fill 
their minds with noble thoughts, to warm their hearts with enthusiasm for the 
great ideals of their religion, to strengthen their aspirations towards living lives 
of independent activity by the work of their own hands—yes, this is one of our 
aims, to help forward that glorious new hope of which we see tokens 
already in Jerusalem, the hope that men may support themselves and their 
families by their own individual toil. I need not tell you that revivals of this 
kind in the Jewish community mostly start with the revival of the spirit. By 
this latter means we hope to do something to’roll away the reproach from the 
Holy City, and to make of the Jews there worthy representatives of our 
community.”

JEW AND MAORI. 


The place is the Otago Clubin Dunedin. News of the relief of Lady- 
smith has but lately reached us. We have sat down to lunch, A Jew, as 
senior Committee-man of the Club present, rises amid an impressive silence, and 
calls upon a distinguished New Zealand politician to propose the health of Her 
Majesty's Forces in South Africa. In afew well-chosen words, which breathe 
a noble patriotism, our coreligionist raises the enthusiasm of the members to 
fever-heat. The toast is drunk with musical honours ; cheer upon cheer rends 
the air. . . . Jews take a prominent part in all patriotic movements in the 
principal Australian cities, A Jew is Grand Chaplain of all the New Zealand 
Masonic Institutions. Some of the most distinguished and the most successful 
politicians Australasia has had have been Jews, ‘T'o-day,in the Antipodes, we 
are well to the front in political life, on the judicial bench, on all philanthropic 
boards, in the colonial and military forces, in medicine, in journalism, at the 
Universities, in social life. . . . 

The scene changes to amore sombre environment. It is the Wellington 
Beth Chayim—a true “ house of life "—an earthly paradise. Should the dead 


arise there they might fitly think it Heaven. Situated on the lower slopes of 


the hills which form the back-ground of the city, it yet stands high. Christian, 
Jew and Maori lie close together, separated but by the arbitrary distinction of 
a wicker gate. In death there is no tribalism, no separateness, no exclusive- 
ness,. “All righteous men have a portion in the future world.” Death 
is assimilative; all distinctions are levelled, and the common origin of 
Jew and Maori suggested, as it were, in the Maori-inseribed tombstones—“ Ka 
mate’—' who died "—our own A, As I await the funeral cort:ge I think of 
the remarkable scientific theory which traces the Maori to an original Semitic 
home on the Persian Gulf. Thence they wandered seaward, skirting the shores 
of India, till at length, in long and frail canoes, they reached the Singapore 
Archipelago, and the smooth and shallow waters of New Guinea, Sumatra, and 
Borneo. It is believed that they betray their ultimate origin in many a //awu 
(Arabian Sabu c.f. Hawaii and Hawaiki, the s interchanging with h.). To this 
day many a Ranyatira (chief) betrays his origin in his tell-tale physiognomy, in 
the Sheikh-like immobility of his countenance, and in his patriarchal dignity. 
The funeral dirge of the Maoris—the tangi—is intensely Eastern ; 
a Fast of Ab melody. One thinks of the Maori-carved houses, 
embodying innumerable Maori traditions with Eastern parallels, sun- 
worship, the thief god on stilts with the corn-sheaves beneath. I think of 
the weird tracing of the phwnix legend through North Island from Whakare- 
warewa to Wanganui—''Ka mate tetekura, Kaora hetetekura,”’ the red bird 
which dies and comes to life again. «I think of the overwhelming linguistic 
evidence adduced by Nelson of Whaka and Tregear of Wellington in favour of 
their original Eastern stock. ‘Then there are the Hou-hous—Maori Sabbatarians 
—who have begged the Rabbis both of Auckland and Wellington to conduct 


their services. They keep portions of the Mosaic Law, however unconsciously ; 


they regard the Abrahamic covenant, but eat swine’s tlesh because they like it! 
How the trail evades one! First, we have the purely Polynesian type, thick- 


lipped, broad-distended nostrils, low forehead and coal-black hair ; and then the 


Mongol type, with high cheek-bones and beady Chinese eyes ; and. lastly, 


unmistakable, arising out of all, the Maori aristocrat, an Eastern in every 


feature . . . . . But the bier of the poor consumption-stricken youth 
approaches, wheeled up the steep incline which leads to the Jewish portion of 
the spacious cemetery. The late autumn sun shines coldly over the flanking 
mountains. The presages of winter are in the keen air, in the premature snows 
which crown the chaotic Rimutakas. From the heights the harbour looks like 
a Swiss lake in early winter, and Wellington a Lucerne of the Southern Hemis- 
phere. Enclosed by mountains, the harbour entrance invisible from the city 
and the flanking heights, it looks “ straitly shut up.” Or, perhaps, more Italian 
than Swiss, with Somes Island and its smaller satellites anchored in ‘mid-stream. 
. , numerous train of sad-faced friends, Jewish and non-Jewish, accom- 
pany the bier. There is no hall. A halt is made just past the barrier which 
divides the Jewish from the Christian portion of the cemetery, 
Ovn Ws is recited, the last course is sadly traversed, the conclud- 
ing prayers are solemnly read, and the last rites tearfully performed. 
How like our beautiful Willesden Cemetery, and yet how different! 


A chill Willesden wind whines mournfully among the mountains ; there is the 


same pathetic isolation, the same aloofness, the same clean, sweet air. But the 
alternate turquoise and sapphire arm of the Pacific is at our feet, shimmering 
sadly in the cold late-autumn sun, giver of light but not of heat. Not the 
pellucid New Zealand air, nor the kindly sun, have availed aught against the 
fell disease, so cosmopolitan in its sway, so international in its victims, Brady 
Street and Hokianga, Tenter Street and Tokaanu, to none of them is the 
grievous scourge a stranger. And so, cut off prematurely from that beautiful 


land, the voices of the Kiwi and Tuiare for him silent evermore. No moreshall 


his eyes look upon grassy banks dotted with weeping willows, no more shall he 
behold the glistening karaka, the purpling bloom of the koromiko, the shining 
puriri, the darkling totara, the crimsoned rata, the soft gold-green of the droop- 
ing rimu, 
“ For his epirit has taken flight to Rona, 
Open ye the gates of Heaven! ” 
(From a Maori lament). 


And the sun is clouded and the wind whispers of mourning and joins in 
the human sob and moans, with sorrowful murmur, a Maori lament. The clouds 
sweep down upon the rugged mountains which rise, in triple tier, behind Day’s 
Bay, and the rain-mists blot out Petone and day and life. But again 
the sun threw a shaft; it shone upon the starry blooms of the manuka, the 
russet-tinted kowhai; it shone on climbing ferns and verdant grasses, and coiled 
lianas. But the mists broaden again and enshroud the Hutt Valley, and the 
sun’s work for the day is done. And now the stars appear—the eyes of 
Maori ancestors—and proclaim their ancient lineage in bright sheen and 
scintillation.

The Roumanian colonists in Anatolia, who left home full of . hopes, have 
begun to return to their native land, with the help of the Jewish Colonisation 
Association. They are in extreme misery, and weakened by fever,

THE JEWISH WARDS. 


The ‘‘ Goldsmid’’ Ward. 


The London Hospital is now in ‘the hands of the builders who are busy 
adding to 1t and improving it In a number of important directions, In the 
course Of these alterations, which will necessarily extend over a considerable 
period, opportunity is being taken to arrange for carrying out the much 
lesired extension of the separate provision for Jewish patients. As is generally 
known, this provision has been confined to two wards only—the “ Rothschild ” 
and the ‘‘Goldsmid ’—containing in all twenty-five beds. But these wards were 
opened so far back as 1866 ; and since then the Jewish population in the neigh- 
bourhood has grown so largely that the limited accommodation which 
might have been enough in 1866 became glaringly insufficient in 1809, 
This was clearly evidenced by the constant overflow of the Jewish patients 
into the general wards, resulting in considerable inconvenience to all concerned. 
| nder these circumstances, Mr. Edward L. Raphael presented £10,000 to the 
hospital in memory of his wife, towards the endowment of an extended Jewish 
ward, It is hoped that the actual cost of the alterations may be also 
contributed, In the meantime, the hospital authorities bhave—trusting to the 
charity which has never failed them—started building themselves, and 
out of their own funds. Their plan is as follows :—The Jewish wards are to be 
moved from the Western Block—the “ Alexandra” Wing, named in honour of 
the Princess of Wales—to one of the long blocks running south from 
the old main building. Previously, the Jewish patients were allocated 
special beds in the general wards, chiefly the ‘“ Mary” and ‘ Mellish” 


wards. The new arrangement will give four sections, two each for 
males and females. ‘The provision of two. sections for eich sex 


is due to a necessity’ which has long been neglected, viz.: The 


separation of medical from surgical cases; the satisfaction of this great 
desideratum constitutes in itself a very considerable step forward. The net 
result of the arrangement will be that the present accommodation of twenty- 
five beds will be increased to something between sixty and sixty-three beds. 


It should be added that the alterations in the hospitals are by no means 
confined to the Jewish wards. There are to be new operating theatres, a new 
isolation block, new pathological department, new out-patients department, 
photographic and Rontgen ray department; the kitchen will be brought up 
to date and there will be an enlarged receiving-room for first-aid cases, The 
maintenance of the Hospital involves the collection of an average sum of 
about £50,000 per annum, towards which~a Quinquenmal Appeal was made 
two years ago.

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Consecration of the East Ham and 
Manor Park Synagogue. 


The East Ham and Manor Park Synagogue, which is situated in Carlyle 
Road, Manor Park, was consecrated by the Cuter Rapei on Sunday last, and 
formally opened by Mr. A. B. Salmen. The President is Mr. I. Constad, and 
the Hon. Secretary Mr. A. Bernstein, who is practically the founder of the 
synagogue. The present synagogue is the outcome of services held 
by a congregation which was formed two-and-a-half years ago in Ilford. 

he services were subsequently held at No. 17, Carlyle Road (opposite the 
present building), in private rooms, The Committee were fortunate enough to 
purchase the site and the iron building, formerly a chapel, for £600. The total 
sum expended on the synagogue amounts to about £1,000, which the Committee 
hope to receive in donations and subscriptions. Mr. J. H. Carte, J.P., is the 
architect of the synagogue, It is an iron eg building with a triangular 
roof, and contains seating accommodation for about 250 gentlemen and 100 
ladies, There is no gallery to the synagogue, the ladies’ compartment being 
merely railed off from the rest of the building. 

On the arrival of the Chief Rabbi, the President, on behalf of the Com- 
mittee, presented Mr. A. B. Salmen with a golden. key suitably inscribed, and 


said that words could not express the infinite pleasure it gave him to hand this 
little memento to one so really worthy of it, for Mr. Salmen was practically the | 
pioneer of the new edifice, . Mr. Salmen replied that it gave him great pleasure |. 


to have assisted in so truly good a cause as the establishment of the first 
Synagogue and Religion Classes in Essex. — | 

The consecration service was conducted by the Rev. M, A. Epstein and the 
Rev. Mr. Wolman, assisted by the choir of the New Synagogue under the 
direction of Mr. M. Marks (obclemaates of the New Synagogue), accompanied 
on the harmonium by Mr. Epstein (son of the Rev. M. A, Epstein). The 
proceedings commenced, after Mr. Salmen-had opened the doors, with the usual 
scriptural passages, which were recited at the threshold of the synagogue by the 
Chief Rabbi. The seven circuits were then made round the synagogue, during 
which the Scrolls of the Law were carried by the Chief Rabbi, Messrs. A. B. 
Salmen, Constad, H. Hyman, and G. Wortman. During the circuits, Psalms 
XXX , ¢., CxXyil., and xxiv,, were sung by the choir, after which the Scrolls of the 
Law were placed in the Ark. The afternoon service having been read, the 
Chief Rabbi delivered a sermon, 


‘The Cuter took his text from I. Kings, c. v. 61, “Let your 
heart, therefore, be perfect with the Lord our God, to walk in his statutes and 
to keep his commandments as at this day.’ He said that the synagogue which 
he had the privilege of consecrating that day was the first Jewish place of 
worship in the county of Essex since pre-expulsion times. For, before the year 
1290 there had been large congregations in Colchester. The establishment of 
the East Ham and Manor Park Synagogue with its Religious Classes was a grati- 
fying contribution to the solution of the problem which engaged the minds of 
all who were interested in the welfare of the Jewish working population, viz., 
how to relieve the congestion at present existing in the East End of London. 
The difficulty could only be met by endeavouring to realise in the Metropolis 
the promise of the prophet announced in the Haphtorah of the preceding day, 
“For thou shalt break forth, thou shalt extend, on the right hand and on 
the left "—to the East and to the West, to the North and to the South. He 
was glad to know that as many as two hundred Jewish families had settled in 
the district. He trusted that the Religion Classes which were aiready attended 
by sixty scholars would be well supported, for such religion «lasses were indis- 
pensable to the vitality and welfare of a congregation. There was still a deficit 
of £600. He hoped that the congregation would make every endeavour to pay 
otf the debt which still encumbered their synagogue, and that hereafter they 
would be enabled to participate in the benefits of the Associate Synagogue 
Fund, when that had been raised. He would earnestly pray them to have the 
moral and_ spiritual prosperity of the synagogue at heart. The 
same emotions of holy awe, of earnestness and of sincerity, which 
filled them that day, should inspire them whenever they met for public wor- 
ship. It was for them to consecrate that house of worship every time they 
entered it, by the earnestness, the genuine devotion, with which they offered up 
their supplications. The aim and purpose of erecting a Temple tothe Most 
High God was to render them more zealous and ardent to walk in His statutes, 
and to keep His Commandments. “ Let your heart be perfect.” The synagogue 
should stimulate them to a more earnest observance of the Sabbath, to a deeper 
appreciation of what the Sabbath meant to the wearied child of toil, a rest, a 
haven, a fountain of Heavenly blessings. But the service of man should go hand 
in hand with the service of God. Their assembling in that House of God must 
make them more solicitous to discharge honourably and zealously the duties 
which they owed to their fellow-men. They must deal kindly with one another : 
they must love and practise honesty and truth and righteousness, and hate al! 
manner of falsehood, deceit and trickery. The highest Consecration was the 
Consecration of self, the dedication of their lives and hearts, of all that which 
was best and noblest and truest within them, to the service of God and the 


service of man. The Chief Rabbi concluded with an earnest prayer in which 


ree yee the Divine Blessing upon the Synagogue, its Minister and its 
eaders. |

AUSTRALIA,

FRANCE.

(le promotion Is now announced of Colonel Samuel Paul Naquet-Laroque, of 
the Artillery, to be General of Brigade. He is at the same time appointed 
President of the Committee of Experts on Firing at Versailles. Colonel Naquet- 
Laroque is the seventh Jew who has received the rank of General since the 
Franco-Prussian War. ‘The others are the late Generals Lambert and Livy- 
Alvares, and Generals Sée, Hinstin. Brisac and Abrabam

A conference of 500 French priests met on Tuesday at Bourges, under the 
presidency of the Archbishop, Monseigneur Servonnet; the Archbishop of 
Besancon, Monseigneur Petit, being also present.

GERMANY. 

The very rare f¢te of an “Iron Wedding” (65th anniversary) was celebrated 
at Worms by Herr and Frau Daniel Guggenheimer, on the 25th ult. Herr 
Guggenheimer, the founder of the well-known corn firm of Worms, is ninety- 
nine years of age, and his wife is in her ninety-fifth year. The aged couple 
enjoy bodily and mental health. . 

The funeral of the late Herr Theodor Stern took place in Frankfort on the 
7th inst. Rabbiner Dr, Plaut officiated, and alluded to the loss which Herr 
Stern’s death was to his family, to the community, and tothe town where he had 
dwelt. Justizrath Dr. Humser, in the name of the members of the City Cor- 
poration, laid the first wreath, and spoke of the deceased’s sense of duty, and the 
perseverance and attention he had shown in the civic duties he had so long 
undertaken. Town Councillor Grimm, in the name of the school authorities of 
the town, alluded to the interest which Herr Stern had taken in the develop- 
ment of the schools of his town, to which he had been a friend both in word and 
deed, Herr Funk and Herr Creizenach spoke on behalf of the Liberal political 
party, Dr. Baerwald for the Sigmund Stern Orphanage, Oberlehrer Fatter for 
the Deaf and Dumb Institution, and Dr. Kruger for the Eye Hospital. 
Wreaths were also sent from the Town Library and Girls’ Institution amongst 
others,

of oil. 

Our Constantinople correspondent writes : The anti-Semitic pest has made 
its appearance in Thessaly, where it has commenced to make ravages. Placards 
and seditious publications have been found in the houses of some inhabitants 
of Larissa, and several Jews in that town have received threatening letters with 
the view of inducing them to leave the place.

The A/-Moghreb Al-Aksa, of Tangier, states :—Mulsi Arafa, the Sultan’s 
Khalifa at Fez, and the two Governors of that capital, on the ‘th August, had a 
meeting with the Rabbins at the Viceroy’s palace. Kaid Abdesadak accused 
the Jews, particularly protected and foreign Jews residing at Fez, of being boldly 
disrespectful to the Moors, and of ignoring the old submissive practices, such as 
visiting barefooted the Mohammedan quarters, while now they were not only 
riding through the city, but also making an unnecessary show of firearms. Kaid 
Abdesadak added that if this state of affairs were not discontinued he would 
report itto the Sultan. The reply of the Chief Rabbin was that there might 
have been lately one or two cases of foreign Jews using arms and even observing 
imprudent conduct, but asa general rule the Jews residing in Fez continued to 
be submissive to the authorities and, without showing uncalled-for humility, 
they were highly respectful to all Mohammedans, their institutions and ruler. 
This was testified to by the Rabbins with reliable proofs, and even Mohammedan 
evidence bearing on the matter was adduced. Kaid Abdesadak withdrew his 
complaint, and thus the meeting was brought to a close to the satisfaction of all 

resent.

generosity. Among his many offices are those of Chairman of the Bench of 
Magistrates, which he has held for twenty-five years, Chairman of the Stock 
Board, Chairman of -the Licensing Bench, Chairman of the Public School Board, 
Guardian of Minors, and Mayor of the Borough, which latter position he has 
held for seven years. The most interesting form which the demon- 
stration took was that of a representative procession of school 
children, who later on presented Mr. Joseph with an address, a gold match 
box, and a pair of silver-mounted hair brushes. The ladies of the town and 
district presented a pair of silver-mounted pipes, and at a smoking concert the 
townspeop’e tendered an illuminated address in album form, and a solid silver 
whisky flask. Several of the Mayor's colleagues on the Corporation spoke at 
the concert, as did also Father Norris, who testified to Mr. Joseph’s liberality to 
the Catholic community. Mr. Joseph is a native of Sydney, where he was born

MENU OF A DINNER FOR SIX PERSONS. 


Tomato Soup. 
Hot Fried Whiting. 
Stewed Kidneys. 
Vegetable Marrow. Potatoes. 
Pineapple Fritters. 
Devilled Biscuits. 


Roast Veal, 


STEWED KIDNEYS —Prepare some beef kidney in the usual way, soaking and 
changing the water twice. Then tet in a stew-pan and bring it to the boil ; drain off the 
water and add more, then simmering gently for fifteen minutes. Pour off the liquor and 
cat out the sinew, etc., fromthe kidney. Slice thinly, dredge with seasoned flour, and fry 
in hot fat till brown, Take out the kidney, and stir in a tablespoonful of flour to the fat, 
and brown it thoroughly ; add a tablespoonful of tomato juice, a little lemon juice, pepper 
and salt, and sufficient gravy to make enough sauce to cover the kidney. - Place the kidney 
and sauc2 back in the stew-pan, and stew all slowly for an hour, adding a little more gravy 
if necessary. Serve with fried croutons of bread. 


PINEAPPLE FRITTERS.—Cut a tinned pine into slices, and sprinkle each piece with 
castor sugar, and then prepare the batter as follows: Beat four eggs, yolks and whites 
separately, adding a pinch of salt toeach. To the yolks, stirin about five dessertspoonfuls 


of dry flour mixed with a teaspoonful of baking powder, and lastly, stir in the stifi beaten 


whites of the eggs. Dip the slices of pine in this batter and fry a golden brown in 
boiling veal dripping.’ Lay the fritters on a dish paper, sprinkle again with castor sugar 
and glaze with a salamander. 


DEVILLED BISCUITS.—Melt a little bit of beef-drippirg in a small frying pan (a 
fire-proof one fur choice), lay in six thin Captain biscuits and heat them throvgh, turning 
once or twice. Mix together a quarter of a teaspoonful of black-pepper, the same of salt, 
and a pinch of cayenns. Dredge this on to the biscuits and fry for a minute or two, 
Drain on kitchen pap?r, put them in the oven for two minutes to crisp, and serve 
immediately. |

Kosher Dinners for Middle-Class Families. 
[BY AN EXPERIENCED COOK.] 


MENU OP A DINNER FOR SIX PERSONS. 


Tomato Soup. 
Hot Fried Whiting, 
Stewed Kidneys. 
Roast Veal. Vegetable Marrow. Potatoes, 
| Pineapple Fritters. 
Devilled Biscuits. 


STEWED KIDNEYS—Prepare some beef kidney in the usual way, soaking and 
changing the water twice. Then tet in a stew-pan and bring it to the boil ; drain off the 
water and add more, then simmering gently for fifteen minutes. Pour off the liquor and 
cat out the sinew, etc., fromthe kidney. Slice thinly, dredge with seasoned flour, and fry 
in hot fat till brown. Take out the kidney, and stir in a tablespoonful of flour to the fat, 
and brown it thoroughly ; add a tablespoonful of tomato juice, a little lemon juics, pepper 
and salt, and sufficient gravy to make enough sauce to cover the kidney. Place the kidney 
and sauc? back in the stew-pan, and stew all slowly for an hour, adding a little more gravy 
if necessary. Serve with fried croutons of bread. » 


PINEAPPLE FRITTERS.—Cut a tinned pine into slicos, and sprinkle each piece with 
castor sugar, and then prepare the batter as follows: Beat four eggs, yolks and whites 
separately, adding a pinch of salt toeach. To the yolks, stirin about five dersertspoonfuls 
of dry flour mixed with a teaspoonful of baking powder, and lastly, stir in the stifi beaten 
whites of the eggs. Dip the slices of pine in this batter and fry a golden brown in 
boiling veal dripping. Lay the fritters on a dish paper, sprinkle again with castor sugar 
and glaze with a salamander. | 


DEVILLED BISCUITS.—Melt a little bit of beef-drippirg in a small frying pan (a 
fire-proof one fur choice), lay in six thin Captain biscuits and heat them throvgh, turning 
once or twice. Mix together a quarter of a teaspoonful of black-pepper, the same of salt, 
and a pinch of cayenne. Dredge this on to the biscuits and fry for a minute or two. 
Drain on kitchen pap>r, put them in the oven for two minutes to crisp, and serve 
immediately.
